NEW YORK, May 17.—{Pxclusive 
Dispatch.)

I have just returned this afternoon 
from St. Pterre, where I landed from 
the United States steamer Potomac, 
Capt. 
McLean of the Untied States cruiser 
Cincinnati and several ether officers. 

@Gense clowd of smoke hung over 

Gead city, making the atmosphere 
almost as dense as a heavy for. There 
was also a rain of ashes. Pelee wis 
still active, belching forth smoke. cin- 
ders and ashes. A strong breeze from 
the direction of the volcano blew the 
black clouds over us. 

Our party made a special effort to 
locate the ruined home of Tnited 
States Consul Prentia. We succeeded. 
and excavated sufficiently to discover 
the calcined bodies of the Consul and 
his family. We also located the ruing 
of the British consulate. 

The threatening condition of the vol- 
cano, with the whirlwind of hot ashes 
blowing around us, rendered it impos- 
sible to bring away the bodies of Con- 
sul Prentis and his family today. If 
it is feasible to do so tomorrow Capt. 
McLean will send a party of sailors 
to bring the bodies here for the last 
gad rites. 

It is feared, however, that this can- 
not be done, for the conditions ‘ndicete 
today that there is more danger than 
at any time since the great explosion 
of Mont Pelee.

CHICAGO, May 17.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) A special staff correspondent 
of the Record-Herald at Fort de 
France, Martinique, cabled today 4s 
follows: 

“By the courtesy of Gov. Lhuerre I 
was invited yesterday to accompeny 
him on an official tour of inspection 
round the island.

“Steaming along to St. Pierre, the 


Suchet stopped and lowered its boats. 
The whole official party got in, and 
was proceeding shoreward, when & 
terrific eruption occurred. As it ap- 
peared that little could be seen under 
these circumstances, the Suchet took 
up its boats, and we steamed slowly 
north of St. Pierre. 

“Proceeding at half speed along the 
coast, and taking soundings all tbe 
time, it was decided that the ocean 
bed had been totally changed. Along 
the coast rocks never before noted, and 
shown on no chart, appeared, and it 
was necessary to proceed with the ut- 
most caution. Creeping along at a 
snail's pace, we reached the first town 
north of this point, Grande Riviere. 
Here we ran across many refugees, 
who were on the point of departing 
for the capital. Their boats were 
overcrowded, and we took some of the 
people supplying the others 
with and biscults. 

“Basse Pointe was our next stop. 
The inhabitants and refugees here 
were discovered to be in great want 
of provisions, so we landed a fair sup- 
ply, and then steamed back to Fort de 
France, the trip having lasted seven 
hours. 

„Albemarle, a small residence town 
directly under the crater of Mont 
Pelee, was covered by the eruption 
with one foot of ashes, but was other- 
wise unharmed, the cloud of destruc- 
tive gases passing completely over it. 

“The surgeons are still at work on 
the sanitary precautions necessary for 
the welfare of the island. At one 
point all the unburied were burned to- 
day by order of the inspector. The 
district north of St. Pierre has been 
supplied with provisions, but it is 
feared that the southern districts will 
now begin to feel the pinch of starva- 
tion, as they depended for their sup- 
plies almost wholly on St. Pierre.

ASHINGTON, May 17.—({Pxclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Emperor William 
of Germany intends visiting the 

United States next year and will be 
in Washington at the time that the 
statue of Frederick the Great, that he 
proposes giving to the United States, is 
unvetied in this city. This news comes 
directly from diplomatic channels, and 
the fact that William intends visiting 
here is well understood by the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet, having been privately 
communicated to them at the time that 
Emperor William sent his meesage of- 
fering to present to this government 
the statue of his ilustrious ancestor. 

Of course the whole matter of his 
visit to Washington is still in the em- 
bryo state, but the Intention to make 
the trip is firmly lodged in William's 
mind, and he has strongly intimated 
that he will come if affairs of state can 
be arranged to permit such a visit be- 
ing made. There is no intimation as 
to when the statue will be unvetled 
here, if accepted by this government, 
but it is estimated that it will take 
about a year to cast a bronze statue 
auch as William proposes sending, get

Plate that an original statue shall be 
made, but Merely that a replica of 
some already existing statue of Fred- 
erick the Great hall be cast. There 
are a great many such statues, of 
splendid proportions, in Germany, and 
Germans here believe that William will 
choose to present a replica of an ex- 
isting statue rather than trust to the 
uncertainties of an original. In his 
te the President, Emperor 
wll not say whether the statue 
would be original or not, merely desig- 
nating it as “a statue in bronze.” 

Emperor William's er trip 
here was discussed considerable 
length at — — meet - 
ing, and there naturally was a goo] 
deal of speculation about its purpose. 
Whether it is a spontaneous impulse 
of an impulsive ruler, or whether there 
are deep diplomatic designs over this 
great display of friendship on the part 
of Germany is not yet revealed to 
Washington statesmen. 

The President will at an early day 
ask Congress for authority to accept 
the statue on the part of the United 
States, and he will also ask Congress 
to provide a site upon which it can de 
erected in the city of Washington. 
There will be no opposition, so far as 
can be ascertained, to the entire pro- 
gramme, and one of the best sites in 
the entire city will be picked out for 
the Emperor's gift. 

Denials are fully expected to follow 
the publication of the fact that Wtl- 
liam intends coming, because it had 
not been intended that anything should 
reach the public on either side of the 
water untl the plans are wel) devel- 
oped. Whatever denials may come, the 
cold fact remains that the intention 
exists and has been communicated to 
Washington. 


DELAYED INVITATION. 


ARMY OFFICERS EXPECTANT.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—-[Exclustve 
Dispatch.] Because the expected offi- 
cial invitation has not been extended, 
the announcement by the Secretary of 
War of the selection of army officers 
to attend the military maneuvers in 
Germany next fall, has been indefi- 
nitely postponed.

The members of a party which yes- 
terdav returned to the town from the 
interior reports that little destruction 
was done there, and that the country, 
except in the immediate vicinity of the 
volcano, suffered little. 

The French cruiser Suchet re- 
turned to Fort de France last even- 
ing after having made a circuit of the 
islands. She landed some supplies at 
various villeges and took off some refu- 
gees. Immense quantities of supplies, 
such as are being prepared in the 
United States, are not needed in the 
island. Martinique does not know offi- 
clally the extent of the relief that is 
coming. 

Every safe visible in the ruins is 


open. Seventy-one persons have 1 5 
sentenced to imprisonment for ve 
years, and eleven women have been 


condemned to serve three years for 
looting. The prosecutor will appeal to 
the French government for heavier 
sentences for persons convicted of such 
crimes. The condemned persons, while 
being conveyed to jail were f llowed 
by a crowd which demanded that 
heavier penalties be imposed. The 
gendarmes, however, succeeded in 
quieting the mob. 

‘The French cable to the north is be- 
ing repaired. The United States col- 
lier Sterling from San Juan, has not 
discharged her entire cargo. She will 
leave only such supplies as were con- 
tributed by the cit'zens of San Juan. 
The physicians may be sent from here 
to St. Vincent, where they are needed

The undiscovered bodies 
are probably covered with lava.

Asked if he had received any message 
from Senator Hanna or any member of 
the Civic Federation, Easley replied in 
the negative, and added that he was 
not acting in the capacity of a messen- 


ger. 

President Mitchell remained close to 
headquarters, and spent a busy day 
over matters pertaining to miners in 
many States. 

Nothing official was given out today 
regarding the calling out of the bitu- 
minous men. It is understood, how- 
ever, that the three district presidents 
of the anthracite fields are in com- 
munication with the presidents of bitu- 
minus districts for the purpose of get- 
ing two of them to make up the five 

to call a special convention 
to consider the advisability of calling 
out the soft coal miners. This is be- 
lieved to be a mere formality, as it is 
thought the West Virginia and Michi- 
gan districts will agree to the assem- 
bling of such a convention. 

Reports received at strike headquar- 
ters a were to the effect that the 
strike order was being carried out to 
thre letter. Several rumors reached 
here that non-union men, of whom 
there are comparatively few, had made 
attempts to return to work in some 
localities, but none of these reports 
could be verified.

Shot after shot rang 
out, and in a few minutes he fell dead. 
The pursuing party quickly surrounded 
him and filled his body with lead. He 
was literally shot to pleces. 

The crowd of citizens had 
scarcely finished this work, when an- 
other negro was seen coming out of 
the sewer. He, too, made a run for life, 
and managed to get into the back yard 
of one of the neighboring homes, where 
he was filled with lead. 

The fire started by the attacking 
party spread rapidly, and soon the en- 
tire block of butldings, nearly all ne- 
gro houses, was destroyed. 

The police were busy arresting the 
few ne s found in the vicinity, 
among them Steve Nesbit and Jim 
Singleton—believed to be members of 
the Richardson gang. The police had 
great difficulty in getting out of the 
crowd of enraged people with the 
colored men. A mob of 2000 surged 
around the patrol wagon, and cried for 
the lives of the men under arrest. The 
officers, throwing their men into the 
bottom of the wagon, drew their re- 
volvers, forced their way through the 
crowd, and twenty minutes later lodged 
their prisqners in the County Jail. 

GRIM RELIC OF RICHARD-CON. 

In less than an hour the block of 
wooden houses was burned to the 
ground, and a search of the ruins was 
begun. In a woodshed in the rear of 
Richardson's store was found a skull, 
and near it the steel barrel of a rifle. 

It is believed that the skull repre- 
sents all that is left of the negro who 
did the shooting. 

The police believe they have arrested 
all the negroes directly concerned, but 
have been given orders by the chief 
to bring into custody all suspicious 
characters. 

The rioting caused the utmost excite- 
ment, not only in the little suburb of 
Pittsburgh, where it occurred, but all 
over the city.

MUDD’'S AMENDMENT. 


Mr. Mudd of Maryland at this point 
offered his amendment to exclyde from 
the Naval Academy and from ships 
and government libraries the history of 
8 Stanton Maclay. 

r. Dayton made a point of order 
against the amendment, and the chair 
sustained the point. 

Mr. Mudd then offered a substitute 
amendment providing that no part of 
the money appropriated in the para- 
graph under consideration shall be ex- 
pended in the purchase of any history 
of the American-Spanish War writ- 
ten by Edgar Stanton Maclay for use 
at the Naval Academy, in ships, U- 
braries or in any part of the naval es- 
tablishment of the Unitted States. 

Mr. Dayton of Wee Virginia made 
the usual point of o*-er against the 
substitute amendment, but the chair 
held that the amendment was ger- 
mane. 

PRBSIDENT'’S PROMISE. 

Mr. Mudd, having succeeded in get- 
ting this matter before the House, 
said that the President of the United 
States had stated to him that hie work 
should never be used. 

In reply to a question of Mr Dayton, 
who asked why he wanted to put the 
amendment on the bill, in view of the 
face that the President would hold 
over the next fiscal year, Mr. Mudd 
said that while Mr. velt Was a 
very lively force at this time and 
promised to live out this term and be 
ready to take another, he wanted to 
guard against any contingencies. 

Mr. Pearre of Maryland said he 
wanted to join his colleague in his 
unqualified admiration for that spien- 
did Amerkan and magnificent sea 
fighter, Admiral Winfield Scott Schiey. 
Admiral Schiey, he said, had borne 
with fine patience the onslaughts of his 
defamers, and with it all stood before 
the country as the real hero of Santi- 
ago. The wounds in the hull of the 
gallant Brooklyn testified which vessel 
had borne the brunt of the fight. 

NOT DEAD YET. 

Mr. Foss of Illinois remarked that he 
had supposed the Sampson-Schley con- 
troversy was dead, which raised a 
laugh on the Democratic side. He sald 
the controversy ought to have been 
closed when the court of inquiry made 
its findings, and when the President 
of the United States reviewed those 
findings. He sald he was glad that 
Schley was at Santiago; that Clark 
had brought the Oregon around the 
Horn; that Wainwright was there, a 
man who never felt that he was too 
near the enemy, but above all, he was 
giad that the men unhonored and un- 
sung, the men behind the guns. were 
there. 

“The honor of the Santiago campaign 
is large enough for all.“ said Mr. Foss. 
“In this controversy I have never 
been for either Admiral Sampson nor 
Admiral Schiey. The American navy 
will live long after the Sampsons and 
Schieys are gone. When the smoke of 
battle dies away, when the tramp of 
men is gone by, the recording angel 
will record the names of the men who 
took part in the Santitgo campaign.”

GERMS IN STREET CARS. 


Lots of Peril to Health Found by a 
Sanatarian in Riding About in New 
York City. 


[New York Sun:] How many germs 
dangerous to the public health lurk in 
troliey cars and elevated trains wil! 
never be known by the passengers who 
ride in them untill they have consu!tea 
& sanitary engineer. Dr. George A. 
Soper is a sanitary engineer, and while 
admitting that theoretically the pres- 
ent trolley car is a sanitary improve- 
ment upon the public conveyance of 
former days, he fears that practically 


of doubtful hygienic vaiue. 
Dr. Soper has investigated the present 


street cars and he finds them unhealth- | 


ful. He has expressed his views to a 
weekly medical journal in a long com- 
munication in which he argues in favor 
of the application of some stringent 
laws to the conduct of city raliroada, 
The average adult takes into his 
lungs 396 cubic inches of air a minute 
and gives off the same amount of viti- 
ated air. Dr. Soper calculates that 
something like fifty cubic feet of fresh 
air should be admitted to each car 
every minute for each person in it. 
“It ie clear,” he writes, that no such 
allowance of fresh air is supplied to 
pasre rr on any line of closed cars 
in Greater New York when they are 
running beyond their seating capacity. 
Such ventilation as occurs takes place 
irregularly by the opening and closing 
of doors for the entrance or exit of pas- 
sengers, or through primitive transoma 
and not by carefully regulated ventila- 


“I have found the air of these cars to 
contain as much as 26.2 parts of car- 
bonic acid gas per 10,000 volumes. Re- 
ted counts of trolley cars in New 
ork in cold weather have shown that 
about 80 per cent. had all their ‘tran- 
some closed. 

“The insufficient warming of street 
cars in winter accounts, in part, for the 
attempt made to keep them entirely 
whut up. Want of a sufficiency of 
warmth is a prevaleft source of com- 
piaint and 4 danger to health es- 
pecially in the cars of Brooklyn. 

“Ventilation on the elevated roads is 
generally inferior to that on the sur- 
face lines, because of the greater size of 
the cars and smaller proportion of time 
during which the doors are opened and 
the people are stirring about. Ca¥Fhonic 
acid gas in the cars of the elevated 
ey hae been found to run as high as 

“The elevated § railroad cars are in 
some respects more ineanitary than the 
surface cars. Examinations of the co- 
coa mats used on the floors of the cars 
of the elevated railroad have shown 
that fibres one and a half inches long 
may hold three or four million bac- 
teria.” 

Nevertheless, the air in cars of New 
York compares favorably, by Dr. 
Soper’s showing, with that on many 
other rallroade In the Mount Cenis 
Tunnel the air contains 107 parts of car- 
bonic acid; in cars in the Mersey Tun- 
nel in England, 26.4; in an electric car 
in the new Boston subway, 24.97; and in 
the Metropolitan Rallway Tunnel in 
London, 89.4 parts per 10,000 volumes. 

Dr. Soper fears that cars in the new 
subway may be in no better hygienic 
sha than the present vehicles on the 
surface. The new law he would have 
passed would forbid city railroad com- 
panies to carry more passengers than 
they could accommodate with sanitary 
safety, the margin of which he indicates 
is reached when there are more passen- 
gers thar there ere them,

IN EARLY DAYS. 
THE CITY IN THE SEVENTIES. 


Following is an extract from the 
“History of Los Angeles,” by C. D. 
Willard: 

“The doubling of population in the 
city led to the developing of new 
residence districts, and the increase 
of business brought some activity in 
building. In 1873 East Los Angeles 
was laid out, and a year or two later 
was placed on the market and t 
tled up with homes. In 1876 a similar 
development began in Boyle Heights. 
Small bridges were built down in the 
river bottom, one at Downey avenue. 
opposite mast Los Angeles, and one 
at Aliso street, opposite Boyle Heights. 
During this decade Prudent Beaudry 
and J. MW. Potts spent nearly $175,000 
in improving the western hill section, 
grading streets and putting in an ex- 
tensive water system. The district 
they improved was chiefly along Tem- 
ple and Second streets, and is now 
given up for the most part to oil der- 
rieks, but it was, during the 70s and 
80s, one of the best residence districts 
of the city. In 1874 the first city rall- 
roa | was bullt, the “Sixth and Spring- 


street” line, about two and a halt 
miles in length. A year later the 
Main-street line was constructed, and 
that was followed presently by the 


line to East Los Angeles.

Women, and by the workers of the Consumers’ League, 
are examples of what women are doing for each other 
at the present time. It looks as if the day were com- 
ing, and soon, when women will be even more demo- 
cratic than men, for many of the wealthiest and most 
influential of them are nowadays standing beside their 
less fortunate sisters and devoting both wealth and in- 
fluence to their aid. Nor is it in the spirit of charity 
they are working, but the spirit of brotherhood. The 
brotherhood of all humanity was a word frequently 
upon the lips of the speakers at the convention, and the 
mutual courtesy and consideration of the delegates, the 
good will and fairness and order of the sessions, showed 
that it was no longer entirely an empty phrase. 

In the individual clubs themselves this same spirit 
of democracy is evident and perceptibly on the in- 
crease. The social side of the majority of women's clubs, | 
in so far as social means more than associative, plays 
today a very small part in their life. The interest is 
centered in other things, things of more moment. A 
considerable number of the clubs, indecd, repudiate the 
idea that they have any social side in the old sense. 

And this is the chief service of the women's clubs. 
They are doing undeniable outside good in many dif- 
ferent directions, for. as one of the male incidents of 
the convention remarked, they all have some altruistic 
aims beyond self-culture: but the largest, the most far- 
reaching good is in the gradual breaking down of old, 
artificial barriers that rested on superficial distinctions, 
and the erection of ideals of real merit. Ability neces- 
sarily leads where there is work to be done. and women 
are learning in the clubs the pleasure of honoring and 
being honored for the same gifts that bring honor 
among men. The whole social fabric is sure to feel the 
influence of the change in time and human progress to 
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THE DEMOCRACY OF CLUBDOM. 

HE delegates of the clubs have come and gone, but 
T they have not passed on without leaving behind 

them new impressions of the work that progressive 
women are doing for women and for society as a whole. 
The field of women's work has widened in recent years, 
and the force of public opinion that their organized as- 
sociations now represent is tremendous. In many cities 
the passage or defeat of proposed ordinances has been 
decided by the attitude of the women's clubs, and large 
and beneficent measures have been initiated and carried 
to success by the concerted action of these. It is 
chiefly to the persistent, public-spirited labor of club 
women that California owes the preservation of its big 
trees, and in New York and elsewhere the clubs have 
lent efficient aid to men in the fight against corrupt 
municipal government. Praise of the large good they 
have accomplished in industrial, educational and philan- 
thropic work is on many lips just now. 

But that which represents their greatest achievement 
is seldom mentioned, chiefly because it is an intangible 
quantity, existent and evident to the intelligent observer 
of the club movement, but difficult to lay hands upon 
and ect off in exact definition. It consists in the altered 
attitude of women themselves to each other—a change 
nided also by many forces at work without the clubs, 
yet, in final analysis, due probably more to them than 
to any other social factor. No one who attended the 
sessions of the General Federation can have failed to 
be impressed with the fact that, when any woman was 
mentioned, it was almost invariably with regard to 
what she had done herself, her character and intel- 
fectual gifts, ber ability as a speaker, in organizing, in 
carrying out reforms, or the private work she had ac- 
complished which had brought her into public prom- 
inence. The social position or wealth of delegates were 
themes seldom discussed. 

Many delegates met, associated intimately at hotels 
and boarding-houses, and parted again without having 
learned or given a thought to each other's financial 
standing, and some of the women most honored by the 
convention were by no means among the rich in this 
world’s goods. The spirit of fellowship was every- 
where apparent on the common ground of ends desired 
and work to be done for women as women. Twenty, 
even ten years ago, this would hardly have been pos- 
sible. What does it mean? 

It means that in realizing that, like men, they have 
some common interests and organizing to promote 
these, women lost sight in a measure of those finely- 
drawn caste distinctions of their sex that have so long 
been a jest and a by-word with their broader-minded 
brothers. It means that, through constant association 
on the plane of work, they have learned to value one 
another as men do, for inner qualities, for the things of 
real worth, tne higher realities of mind and heart, and 
not the outer shams and shows. It means that at last 
women are coming into their inheritance of democracy. 
And this signifies a great deal for the country in which 
they live.

HILE at first thought the Fiesta floral proces- 

sion, with its rainbow banners, its light, grace 
and beauty, seems of the past, its real aspect bas 
Only just begun. The fairy-like floats, bright with the 
roses and poppies, and the mustard plant—to which 
our Lord compared the Kingdom of Heayen—the can- 
opies of carnations, and all the flowers of the blooming 
valleys, lead: to a field with wonderful harvests in the 
relationship of the natural and spiritual. Those bril- | 
liant fragments of artistic materialism seem to re peut 
the words: “He hath made everything beautiful in 
His time, also He hath set the world in their heart so 
that no man can find out the work that God maketh 
from the beginning to the end.” 

Our late guests, the assembled knights of Forestry, 
who honored the occasion, seemed a direct assurance 
of future festivals of tree-planting. Their presence 
revived a sense of obligation taught by the Builder of 
the universe, who planted a tree in the first garden of 
human | fe, making the geological story identical with 
the biblieal chronicle.

Wounded as they were, the Filipinos dragged them 
across the country to Mount Arayat. There they found 
other prisoners and a large body of Filipinos. They 
were half-starved and persecuted during their stay. 
They were guarded by men who thrust the guns into 
their faces and threatened to shoot them, and at last, 
when our soldiers appeared, they were put on their knees 
between them and the Filipinos. 


He Pretended Death. 


Said Sergt. Peterson to me: 

“The place where we were was almost inaccessible, 
but Lieut. Schenck led his colored troops right up the 
mountains under the fire of the Filipino guns. He fought 
his way step by step, and at last the Filipinos saw that 
they were bound to be taken, and they decided to flee. 

“At this time their general detailed nine men to shoot 
the prisoners. We were placed on our knees and the 
general himself ordered the firing. We all dropped. I 
was hit, but not seriously. I pretended to be dead, how- 
ever, not daring to raise my head for fear they might 
know that I was still alive. They fired again and again. 
and I received another ball in my leg, but I kept my head 
down. 

“After a while I heard the sound of running. and in 
about twenty minutes I raised up and looked about me. 
The enemy was not in sight, so I rolled along to another 
man who had been shot. He had been cut with a bolo 
over the right eye and had a bullet through the lungs. 
+ He begged me to kill him, but I could not do that, and 
I lay beside him for a while and-talked with him. 

“Later on I rolled down into the bushes, and then I 
heard voices. I called out and a negro soldier came to 
me. I was never so glad in my life to see any one. The 
soldier gave me some whisky and carried me to 
Schenck's troops, who brought me here. Two of our 
party died that day and another a few days later.” 


How Lieut. Schenck Was Killed. 
Lieut. Schenck, who led the assault on Mount Arayat, 


was afterward killed in the neighborhood of Subig 
while scouting in advance of the telegraph corps. 


The wire had been cut at a stream and Schenck and his 
men had started to ford the stream, when the 
Filipinos shot at them from the bamboos. killing Lieut. 
Schenck and three privates and wounding five others. 
One of the wounded men escaped by hiding in the 
bushes. He says he saw the Filipinos go to our men 
lying on the ground and lift their eyelids to see if they 
were dead. One man cut a string from around the lieu- 
tenant's neck, to which was tied a cross and a medallion. 
He put both in his pocket and went aWay. That me- 
dallion contained the pictures of Schenck’s wife and 
baby. He had been married just before he went to the 
Philippines and he had never seen his little baby, whose 
picture was in the medallion. 


A Life Saved by a Plug of Tobacco. 


The stories of soldiers whose lives have been saved 
by carrying Bibles in their left breast pockets are 
numerous. The bullet of the enemy strikes them just 
over the heart, but always lodges somewhere between 
Genesis and Revelation. 

There was one soldier in the Philippines whose life 
was saved by a poker deck, the bullet stopping at the 
ace of spades, and another curiously enough owes his 
present existence to a plug of tobacco. The latter was 
a sergeant of the Fortieth Infantry. It was at the 
battle of San Miguel. The soldiers were attacked by 
Filipinos with bolos, and this sergeant received a ter- 
rible blow on the head. He had, however, a thick plug 
of tobacco inside his hat. The bolo cut clean through 
the plug and just grazed the skin. Had it not been 
that the plug was thick and the tobacco tough the map 
would surely have been killed. 


A Little War of His Own. 


The Filipinos do not know what to make of our sol- 
diers. Their method of warfare has been to fight and 
run, but the American soldier goes right on. Some of 
our men are ready to attack a whole army alone, and 
this is especially so of those who are addicted to liquor. 
Near Caloocan one soldier got on a jag and started out 
from his regiment to charge a camp of insurrectos. He 
left the camp whistling “Marching Through Georgia” 
and sat dun within firing distance of the Filipino 
sentinels and shot at them until he had emptied his 
cartridge belt. 

In the meantime the officers of his regiment could 
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not locate the firing. They were about to send out a 
scouting party when the man came back staggering a 
1 little, but whistling “See the Conquering Hero Comes.” 
He was put in the guardhouse thirty days for his 
temerity. o< 
It was at this same place, Caloocan, that the new reg- 
iments were frequently stationed upon their arrival at 
Manila. One night the soldiers reported that the en- 
emy were making a march upon them, and that they 
had seen a line of lights hundreds of feet long. The 
, Officers ordered the men into trenches ready to attack 
the advancing army. No enemy came, however, and 
the next day it was found that the lights were those of 
some innocent Filipinos who were out catching the 
frogs and shellfish brought forth by the recent rains. 
Filipino Atrocities. 4 
— 2 
I now and then see statements of the cruelies per- 
petrated by our troops on the innocent Filipinos. Some 
tuch statements may be true, but the majority are 
false, and under the provocations which the men have 
suffered it is a wonder they are at all temperate. No 
one can appreciate the sufferings of our soldiers. Men 
have been cut to pieces with bolos. They have been 
lied to and deceived in every possible way. One case 
I remember on the Island of Panay. It was a priest, 
who enticed three of our privates into the hands of the 
enemy. The privates were drunk or they would not 
have been caught. The Filipinos tied them to stakes 
and built a fire at their feet. After they had roasted 
the feet the Filipinos used their bolos to cut strips of 
flesh from the bodies of their victims. They cut at 
them again and again, avoiding the vital spots, and 
then seared the flesh with red-hot irons. 
During my stay in Manila Lieut. Wynne ofthe Marine 
Corps captured six Cavite cutthroats who were murdering 
children by drowning them in Manila Bay. The vil- 
Jains would tie the hands of the little ones behind their 
backs and cast them thus bound into the water. 
One of the Filipino generals was a half-breed Chinese 
namcd Paua, who committed all sorts of atrocities on 
women and children. His soldiers once attacked a poor 
woman and her daughter in the province of Albay and 
demanded money of them. They had none and by this 
Gen. Paua's order they were stripped and burned with 
red-hot irons. After this they were tied inside the 
house, which was fired and they were burned in the 
flames. 


Gen. Jake Smith's Dance. 


I might fill this paper with stories of the lying 
schemes of the Filipinos to entice our men into ambush. 
I have room for but one. This relates to Gen. Jake 
Smith, who made the cage of railroad irons near 
Bautista and filled it with Filipinos. The insurgents 
knew of the bravery of Smith and they were anxious 
to capture him. They persuaded the Presidente of the 
town to get up a grand ball and have Smith attend, 
expecting to bolo him on his way home. The daring 
officer learned of the plot. He went to the ball and 
found there fifty guests, including the most prominent 
men and most beautiful sefioritas of the district. He 
played the violin for several of the dances and later on 
tripped the light fantastic toe with the prettiest of our 
brown-skinned cousins. He left the ball about 3 o'clock 
in the morning and with his troops captured the kid- 
napers and then put them in his railroad jail. 


Our Naked Demons. 


In that same region I heard many stories of the 
antics of Bell and his daring troops. The Filipinos 
did not know what to make of them. They were ready 
to fight at any odds and under all circumstances. One 
of the great surprises was at the river of Porac. Our 
troops were pursuing the insurgents when they came 
to the stream. The enemy was not in sight and the 
company laying their guns on the bank stripped to the 
skin and rushed into the water for a swim. The in- 
surgents who were hiding in the bamboos, came forth 
and attacked them, whereupon the naked men rushed 
out and grabbed their guns, swam the river and made 
for the Filipinos, yelling as though they were demons. 
I am told the brown men became ashy from fear. 
They fled over rice fields aud through the bamboos. 
followed by our soldiers, who traveled rapidly, unimpeded 
by clothes. They did not regard the wire grass and the 
thorns, though they cut deep into their skins. Some of 
the Filipinos were chased as much as three miles and 
the soldiers came back scratched and bleeding, but with 
captives in front of their bayonets. 


How Cold Water Cured a Liar. 


Speaking of Filipino lying, it has been very common 
among the insurrectos when their guns were demanded. 
They would use the weapons one day, and then hide 
them in a clump of bamboo or sink 
them in a stream, and come out and pretend to be the 
friends of Americans. To us, all Filipinos look the 
same, and we have again and again treated our foes 
as friends, to our Sorrow. | remember an instance 
which happened at Calumpit. A band of Filipinos at- 
tacked some of our Macabebes and killed most of them. 
The next day the soldiers were sent out to find the 
dead and capture the murderers. When they came to 
the spot there was no sign of insurgents and the dead 
had been buried. On the very place where the fight 
had been they found u lonely Filipino plowing, with a 
water buffalo. One of the Macabebes who had escaped 
recognized the man and said he was the chief of the at- 
tacking party of the day before. The plowman denied 
the charge, and claimed that he was “mucho amigo.” 

The Macabebe insisted, whereupon the lieutenant 
commanding the company applied drastic measures 
He had the man taken to a creek near by. His feet 
were strapped together, his hands tied behind his back 
and a rope put around his neck. He was then dropped 
down into the water. He floated awhile by kicking, but 
soon sank. A moment later he was dragged out and asked 
where the rifles were hidden. He pretended ignorance, 
and was again thrown into the water. This time he 
swallowed about a gallon, but when he was dragged out 
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Nevertheless at the beginning of the war quite a lot 
éf treasure was found in Luzon. Money was discovered 
in the cellars and roofs of the Philippine houses, and 
it was dug from the yards. During my visit to Gen. 
Fred Grant at Angeles I was taken down under the 
floor of the building in which he lived and shown a 
concealed treasure vault which had been the treasure 
hiding place of the owners. It was then empty of jew- 
els and money, but it may have been robbed by the 
insurrectos. 
Gen. Wheaton's headquarters at San Fernando were 
in one of the finest houses north of Manila. The build- 
ing had a ground floor of tiles and in some way or 
other the soldiers got the idea that there was money 
under the floor. I think it was before the general took 
possession. It was certainly without his knowledge 
that they dug up the tiled floor in the yard. They 
found nothing and left the house, having searched every 
part of it except the billiard-room. Shortly after this 
the owner came back and got permission to remove 
his furniture. He did so and at the same time raised 
the floor of the billiard-room and therefrom removed 
$35.000 in money and 315.000 worth of jewelry. 
Capt. Dodds of the Third Cavalry captured $75,000 
worth of insurgent money at one time and turned it 
into the government. The money was being carried 
over the country in bullock carts. 
Shortly after St. Thomas was captured a native came 
with a bullock cart to Gen. MacArthur and asked if he 
could go into one of the houses for his valuables. The 
general consented and the man dug up $80,000 Wb ech 
he had laid away in sugar jars under the floor.

RAIN THAT WITHERS VEGETATION, RAIN WITH-

crops grow, is killing every green thing. Vesuvius, it 
appears, has been sending out clouds of vapor charged 
with hydrochloric acid. The rain falling through these 
mists has absorbed the acid, and so blackens and with- 
ers everything on which it falls. 

But there is no need to go abroad for samples of 
queer weather. Parts of Essex experienced last year a 
shower of red rain. It fell a little north of Ongar shortly 
after the great sandstorm which passed northward out 
of Africa over Southern Europe, and entirely spoilt a 
quantity of newly-washed linen hung out to dry. 
Gimlingay, in Cambridgeshire, had an experience in 
1893 which was still more strange. One afternoon in 
the middle of August of fhat year it clouded up so heav- 
ily as to become almost dark. The cloud broke, and 
there fell not rain, but ants. The ground, trees, and 
roofs were covered nearly half an inch deep with these 
insects before this extraordinary storm blew over. 

Rain from a clear sky is by no means an unknown 
phenomenon, even in England. it is most usual in 
March and October, and in hilly districts. A few drops 
will suddenly splash down out of the blue while the sun 
shines with unabated brilliancy. In such cases the 
moisture has been brought by wind from a great dis- 
tance across the upper heights of the sky. 

In the island of Mauritius, when southeast winds are 
blowing, rain often falls from a sky of dazzling trans- 
parency. Even snow can, and does, fall in some places 
from a cloudless sky. This freak of Nature is very 
common in the Adirondack Mountains in New York. and 
has been seen in the Highlands of Scotland. It only 
happens among mountains, and is no doubt caused by 
a moist current of air being chilled by some mountain 
top, and so parting with its moisture, which a cold 
wind near the ground freezes, and carries as snow to a 
great distance. 

Black snow often falls in London. It gains its dingy 
hue from the pall of smoke above the big city. But it 
was a novel brand of black snow which fell in the 
Muetie Valley, in Switzerland, one Sunday last Novem- 
ber. Not only was this snow black, but its odor was 
abominable, and on examination it was scen to be full 
of millions of small insects. What they were, or where 
they came from, no one has, up to the present, been 
able to discover.

Was Lincoin’s Bodyguard. 

William H. Crook, the executive clerk and disbursing 
Officer, was detailed from the Washington police force 
on January 6, 1865, as a bodyguard to President Lin- 
coln. He journeyed with Lincoln in the spring to City 
Point and Richmond, marching by his side with one 
hand upon a pistol butt. When the party returned to 
Washington no one knew of Lee’s surrender unti! he 
bonfires were seen gleaming on the hills. Mr. Lincoln 
himself asked Crook the meaning of the demonsira- 
tions. On the night of the assassination Mr. Crook 
was detailed to remain at the White House. He feels 
that if he had gone to the theater he would have saved 
the President's life, perhaps at the expense of his own, 
for he would have guarded the box door in person. 

During President Grant's second term Mr. Crook 
served, for a short time, as his private secretary in 
- 1876, and was made disbursing officer the next year.

Never Forgets Names or Faces. 


Outside the President's door sits a quiet sentinel. 
Capt. Charles D. Loeffler, U. B. A., retired. Cabinet of- 
ficers, Senators, Representatives, political leaders. 
commercial giants, titled and distinguished foreigners. 
great actors, world-famed authors and humorists and 
lecturers, plain, every-day American citizens—all have 
gone through that door under Capt. Loetller's guidance. 
He has a wonderful memory for names and faces. Men 
come and go in the current of affairs; but, once they 
have been identified at that door, they are marked for 
life in Loeffler’s mind. For twenty-five years he has 
been in sole charge of the entrance to the President's 
room. For eight years previously he was on duty 
there with two others. 

While the cabinet sits Capt. Loeffler represents the 
outer walls of the holy of holies. No one not entitled to 
admission has ever been known to pass into thos sacred 
precincts. Some men might have tried to exclude 
newly-appointed officers whose features were unfa- 
miliar. But Loeffler has been too adroit for such a 
blunder. He seems to sniff greatness by instinct, and 
to identify, afar off, the right to enter the door. 

Capt. Loeffler is a German by birth. He came to this 
country while a young man and enlisted in the army. 
When the Civil War opened he was ordered with his 
regiment to Washington for guard duty at the Treas- 
ury. After some later service in the field he was de- 
tailed as doorkeeper at the War Department and body- 
guard to Secretary Stanton the day after the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln. Wherever Stanton went, 
there went Loeffier. During the famous impeachment 
proceedings against the War Secretary Loeffler slept 
and ate in the building. Stanton was barricaded in 
his offices, and between him and the hostile official 
world stood the sturdy figure of his German guard. 
No man could break down that barrier. 

When the matter was settled and Stanton resigned 


Sergeant Loeffler was sent back to the War Depart- 


ment from Stanton’s house, and was later detailed for 
duty at tte White House as doorkeeper. Gen. Grant, 
while actiag as Secretary of War, had observed his 
faithful performance of duty and recognized his merit. 

During his years of service at the President's door 
Capt. Loeffler hag collected many scores of important 
autographs. His small album has been long outgrown 
and is now fat with repeatedly additions. It is be- 
yond price. During the Spanish war President Me- 
Kinley appointed his faithful doorkeeper a captain of 
the regular army, as military storekeeper, and he was 
placed on the retired list. 


The Venerable Usher. 


Downstairs is the dean of the White House corps, 
Thomas F. Pendle, the usher, who was detailed for duty 
November 3, 1864, from the Washington police force 
as bodyguard to the President, and who was later placed 
on the civil staff of the house. Though far beyond 
seventy years, Mr. Pendle stands today erect and 
youthful in appearance. He is a walking encyclopedia 
of information about the house and its contents and 
traditions. He knows the precise date of the purchase 
of each of the articles of furniture. Visitors who go 
through the parlors are highly entertained and in- 
structed by his discourse, delivered slowly and method- 
ically. At times Presidents have consulted him as to 
the record of the house furnishings. In 
later years his duty has been to escort visitors 
through those portions of the establishment which are 
open to the public, and his autographs are to be found 
today in many thousands of American homes as 
souvenirs of visits to Washington. 

In the trying days of assassination Mr. Pendle has 
proved himself a staunch friend of the Presidential 
family. It was he who, on the terrible night of Lin- 
coln’s death, comforted little “Tad” and quieted his 
pitiful cries of grief for the father he had just lost. 
Thus, during nearly forty years, has Mr. Pendle re- 
mained on duty, faithful and true. Out of the fullness 
of his recollections he recently compiled a valuable 
volume. 

The list of veteran ‘helpers around the White House 
is not complete without reference to Jerry Smith, the 
black majer domo, officially the chairman, one of.~the 
kindliest of souls ever encountered and one of the most 
courtly personages. Jerry was a waiter in the Baltt- 
more hotel once patronized by Gen. Grant. He attracted 
the notice of the soldier-President by his dignified 
bearing and his sincere good nature. As a result of 
this acquaintance a hope was born in Jerry's breast 
that he might some day become identified with the 
national administration, and he accordingly went to 
Washington and eventually was taken into the White 
House ranks as a cleaner and household helper. 

Then Mrs. Grant, with an eye to the proportions of a 
carriage servant, chose Jerry as her footman. Since 
then Jerry Smith has never been away from his duty 
except when his perennial “misery” has conquered 
him. Thousands of Americans have seen his pictur- 
esque figure in the halls of the White House, his head 
covered by a gay skull cap, his long apron denoting 
his occupation as duster and polisher, the type of the 
democratic simplicity which disdains the buttoned 
livery of courts and palaces. Jerry hoists and lowers the 
White House flag, but he has an abiding fear of the 
attic, through which he must pass on this duty, and 
which, he stoutly affirms, is inhabited by the ghosts 
of departed statesmen. 

There is no thought of changing these men or re- 
tiring them, because ef their years. Their very age and 
length of service are the factors of their greatest use- 
fulness. Without them the White House would indeed 
appear a strange place to the frequenters of that center 
of the national activity. C. R. FINCKE. 


MURASHU SONS, BANKERS. 

Dr. Albert T. Clay, assistant to Prof. Herman V. III 
precht, the leading authority on Babylonian antiquities, 
has been at work for several months in the museums of 
the University of Pennsylvania decipherinz and copy- 
ing the records of the banking firm of Murashu Sons, 


which was the leading business house of the city of 
Nippur, in Babylonia; these records are to appear in 
connection with Prof. Hilprecht's series of publications. 


Of the 730 of these Assyrian tablets which in 155, 
were discovered in a small room in the ruins of Nippur, 
by one of the Babylonian expeditions sent out by the 
University of Pennsylvania, about five hundred are now 
deposited In the university, and of these the inscriptions 
on 120 have been deciphered, translated and published 
by Prof. Hilprecht and Dr. Clay. 

Many of the tabicts are in an excellent state of 
preservation, when it is considered that they are of 
soft clay and were made more than two thousand years 
ago. Some are marred or slightly broken, and the 
missing words and incomplete sentences are supplied 
with diffculty. That they have retained their original 
form for so many ages is thought to be due to the fact 
that they are made of especially pure and soft clay, 
and were modeled and baked with much greater care 
than were most tablets of the Babylonian period. 

The two brothers, Bel-hatin and Bel-nadinshumu, 
sons of Murashu, who conducted this banking house of 
the ante-Christiam era, did not confine their transac- 
tions strictly to money changing and receiving deposits, 
as is evidenced dy the great variety of records now 
bfought to ight. Mortgages worded in a form very 
similar to that in use in the present day; wills, deeds, 
leases, merchants’ guarantees of goods sold in the mar- 
ket and other business dealings of almost every con- 
ceivable kin@ are found among  them.—([ University

AN ITALIAN VENDETTA. 


THE CAREER OF THE FAMOUS BRIGAND 
GIUSEPPE MUSOLINO. 


From the London Daily Ex press. 


OME, April 15.—Who has not heard of Musolino? 
Who did not know that two entire regiments of 
soldiers, together with “carabinieri” and police- 
men innumerable had been scouring the Calabrian 
Mountains for eighteen months in the hope of securing 
eternal fame by the capture of the dreaded bandit? 

The government successively raised the price upon his 
head from 10,000 to 20,000, and, finally, to 50,000 lire, 
but all efforts to capture him proved futile. Months 
rolled on; Musolino was seen everywhere, but never 
taken; and while there were among us skeptics who 
demanded if such a person really existed, there were 
others who wrote indignant letters to the newspapers 
asking what the government was about, that with 2000 
men and unlimited means at their disposal they were 
powerless to take this one man, who meantime was 
treading the path he had marked out for himself, leav- 
ing a trail of blood and terror behind. 

Five years ago, Giuseppe Musolino and Vincenzo 
Zoccolli, two peasants of Santa Stefano d'Aspromonte, 
a village in the extreme south of the peninsula, came 
to high words about some matter of small importance.

Vendetta Begins. 


After a tramp of thirty hours over mountains cov- 
ered with snow, the four associates arrived in the N- 
cinity of Santa Stefano, overcome by cold, hunger, and 
fatigue. Walting until night had fallen, one of the lit- 
tle band crept into the sleeping villace and informed 
Musolino’s relatives of the escape. They immediately 
sent food, clothing, and money, and implored Giuseppe 
to fly the country. This he indignantly refused to do, 
and, having separated himself from his companions (al! 
of whom were afterward recaptured,) he took the firs: 
eteps toward the fulfillment of his oath. 

Learning that iwo of the witnesses who had given 
evidence against him were preparing charcoal in the 
mountains of San Luca, he made his way to the hut of 
the charcoal burners and waited until the door should 
be opened. The first person to appear was a woman. 
His rifle was lifted and the woman fell. At the sound 
of the shot the husband rushed out—in time to receive 
the second bullet. 

This was only the beginning. Having ascertained the 
whereabouts of his chief enemy, Zoccolli, he lay in 
wait for him for hours at a spot where he was expected 
to pass. Instead of the hated Vinzenzo, his brother 
Stefano appears, leading two mules laden with charcoal. 
What matters it to Musolino that he is but the brother 
of the man who wronged him? Has he not sworn death 
to them all? Stefano drops dead at the first shot, and 
Musolino retires into hiding to await his next victim— 
* who assisted the “carabinieri” to arrest him 
in 1898. This man meets a like fate; and so on and on; 
until his victims have reached the number of thirteen, 
while those members of the Zoccolli family who are 
still living have been compelled to fly from that part 
of the country. 

In tne meantime two complete regiments of soldiers 
were endeavoring to encircle him upon the mountains; 
“earabiniert” and policemen were engaged in the search 
disguised in every possible manner, as charcoal burners, 
hunters, shepherds, or what not, but all in vain. 

In the eyes of the peasants Musolino was surrounded 
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by a halo of superstition and glory. He himself boasted | 


that he was under the protection of San Giuseppe, a 
medallion of whom, together with a crucifix, he wore 
upon his person. He said that in the long night watches 
the saint appeared to him, counseling, comforting, and 
blessing him, and promising him a happy future. He 
appears to have believed it impossible that he could 
ever fall into the hands of the police—a belief fully 
shared by the ignorant peasants around him—declaring 
that as long as he did no evil except to his enemies, San 
Giuseppe would guard him from such a fate. 


How He Escaped. 


Whenever a soldier appeared in the distance, the 
peasants, by way of warning the bandit, if he should be 


within hearing, would begin to sing so loudly that the 


hills echoed the sound far and wide, or if they chanced 
to have a gun in their hands, would fire into the air, 
excusing themselves afterward by saying, if in winter, 
that they fired to frighten the wolves, and in summer, 
that they were shooting at sparrows. 

The police had enormous difficulty in obtaining any 
reliable information about the brigand’s movements, 
and, although his family was known to keep him sup- 
plied with the necessaries of existence, sending food and 
clothing to him by means of his sister Ippolita, no one 
ever succeeded in tracking the latter to the spot fixed 
upon for the rendezvous with her brother. 

At length the government arrested at one fell swoop 
all Musolino's relatives, together with any person 
known or believed to have aided him—the number un- 
der arrest at one time exceeding 200. 

This was the beginning of the end. Deprived of all 
assistance, hunted like a wild beast from rock to rock 
and from mountain to mountain, surrounded on every 
side by soldiers and “carabinieri,” Musolino at last 
realized that his position was untenable, and resolved 
to make for one ot the Dalmatian ports, and thence fly 
to America. Knowing that the coast near at hand was 
too well guarded to hope for escape that way, he com- 
menced the long and perilous journey on foot, crossing 
on the crests of the Apennines, and hoping ultimately 
to make his way to Ancona. 

Walking by night, and hiding by day, snatching an 
hour’s repose when circumstances favored him, per- 
fectiy ignorant of the district through which he was 
passing, and not daring to descend to the towns for in- 
formation as to his whereabouts. it needed an Musoltno's 
faith in his beloved San Giuseppe and all the strength 
of his youthful constitution—for only twenty-five sum- 
mers have passed over his head—to withstand the 
fatigue of the journey. At length, footsore and dis- 
pirited, after a tramp of nearly two months. he neared 
Acqualagna, little dreaming that here his journey would 
end. 


Arrested 


His arrest forms one of the most curious episodes of 
the story. A robbery had been committed inthe neigh- 
borhood, and for this robbery two men were still 
“wanted.” A shepherd boy, seeing an unknown in- 
dividual pass armed to the teeth, concluded that it 
might be one of them, and hastened to inform the po- 
lice. Two “carabinieri” tracked him down, and con- 
trived to arrest him without a shot being fired, but, be- 
hold' he was not the man they sought! Who, then, could 
he be? On being questioned, Musolino gave a false name, 
but his southern accent aroused suspicion, and like a 
flash it oceurre to the magistrate that this man might 
be none other than the famous Musolino. He was kept 
in custody to await the arrival of persons who would 
be able to identify him, and the following day the 
whole country rang with the news of the capture. 

While awaiting his trial, the brigand has written in a 
mixture of Italian and dialect, a long poem recounting 
his life and adventures, ending with a salute to Naples, 
which he says he hopes soon to see. Nothing shakes 
his belief that his original sentence will be quashed, 
and that on all other charges he will be absolved, 
“never having robbed. dane violence to any woman, or 
worked any evil except to my enemies, as he himself 
puts it. 


DRYING UP. 


INTERESTING CHANGES OBSERVED IN A NORTH 
DAKOTA LAKE. 


{Geological Survey Bulletin:} One of the interesting 
problems which has come under the notice of the hy- 
drographers of the United States Geological Survey is 
the gradual] drying up of Devil's Lake in North Dakota. 
Devil's Lake, or Lake Minniewauka, ag it is called by 
the Indians, is the largest body of water in the State. 
It belongs to the numerous class of lakes formed by the 
glacial ice sheet on its iinal retreat toward the North. 
Then and for some time after, when it was fed by the 
heavy rains following the glacial period, it had an out- 
let to the south into the Sheyenne River; and a well- 
marked and empty channel still remains between the 
lake and the river. Long before settlers first came to 
the region in 1880, the lake had sunk below the level of 
this channel and has since been without an outlet. Reg- 
ular observations for the last nineteen years show a 
steady and almost uninterrupted sinking of the water. 
Groves of trees, which once stood at the beach, are now 
separated from it by broad strips of sand, and the shal- 
low parts of the lake, notably the long arms and bays, 
have been left quite dry. 

Another important and interesting feature is the 
change in the water from fresh to salt; this has taken 
place within the memory of man, and is in some par- 
ticulars producing unlavorable results. 
found in the lake in great abundance up to about 1888; 
since then they have grown rapidly less, until now 
practically none are caught. 

The United States Geological Survey has recently 
established a bench mark near the lake, and, under the 
charge of Prof. C. M. Hall, of the State Agricultural 
College, will make careful records of the fluctuations of 
the waters and a general study of their decline. The 
investigation promises most interesting results, which 
may throw some light upon the climatic conditions of

On the continent eight kings have assumed the reins 
of government when only boys. The present Emperor 
of Austria was 18 when, in 1848, he was proclaimed. 
Charlies XII of Sweden was 15, Louis IX of France 11, 
Louis XIII 9, Louis XIV and Louis XV each 5. Louis 
XVI was 16 when he began the reign that was to end in 
deposition and death on the scaffold; Louis XVII, who 
became rightful King when 8 years old, was dead two 
years later. On the other hand, Louis XIV, “Le Grand,” 
wore the diadem of French royalty for seventy-two 
years, the longest reign in history. . 

To this company of boy rulers, Alfonso XIII of Spain 
is now to be added. The regency of Queen Christina is 
almost over, and the mother who, through storms of un- 
popularity and opposition, has preserved the throne for 
her boy, will move away from the great palace at Madrid 
to her country home in the Pradox. There is to be here- 
after not even the suspicion that she is influencing the 
government. 


Why Alfonso is the Thirteenth. 


It was the will of Christina that gave to Alfonso the 
unlucky XIII, The combined superstitions of super- 
stitious Spain was opposed to the numeral. Ministers 
and statesmen pleaded that this shadow should be with-

held from the young King. But the Queen was unmoved 
in her determination to prolong in the child the honor- 
able name of the father who had died before his long- 
hoped-for son had come to gladden his heart. Christina 
also wished to compliment, through the numeral, Al- 
fonso’s godfather, Pope Leo XIII. “Since His Holiness 
has so marvelously withstood its malignant influence,” 
she said, “I have faith that my son also will be able to 
withstand it.” 

If an almost perfect education can help the young 
monarch in this he will be fortunate and happy as even 
a mother-love could wish. Since he could lisp he has 
been in (he hands of tutors, the wisest men of Spain. He 
knows Latin, the root of all the romance languages; 
Spanish, the tongue of his people; French, the glib 
medium of European diplomacy: German, the language 
to which his mother was born in Austria; and English 
which even the Spaniard realizes has become the lan- 
guage of commerce and advancement. He has studied 
religion as thoroughly as though he were to take orders, 
and has been schooled fully in geography, history 
mathematics, literature, chemistry, physics and draw. 
ing. He plays so well on the piano that what was once 
a task has become as much of a recreation as the riding 
or bicycling or tennis playing or. photographing, in 
which the boy King has found his pleasures. 

Though he does not believe in war, holding that the 
powers of a country can best be maintained by extension 
through purchase; by the care of trade, rather than by 
the force of arms. Alfonso yet delights in military exer- 
cise. He handles the saber, sword, revolver and gun 
with rare dexterity, and three days in the week he 
spends the whole afternoon on the drill ground. He isa 
strict disciplinarian, too, and possessed of a tact that 
would do credit to a much older head. One afternoon 
he looked in vain for the officer in command of a royal 
guard then on duty. At last, calling an adjutant, he 
asked the name of the missing man. 

“It is Capt. M——., Your Majesty,” came the answer. 

“Convey my compliments to Capt. M——,” replied 
the King, “and say that, though I often think of him, 
I have not bad the pleasure of seeing him for a long 
time.”

At this period, moreover, the accused does not neces- 
sarily know the crime with which he is charged, unless 


he is guilty. But if he is innocent, he may not know 
the crime with which he is charged until he comes to 
the second stage of his trial. Neither does he know the 
witnesses testifying against him. In short, during this 
first stage, the government makes out its case. From 
time to time the prisoner may be taken out of his cell 
and put into the sweat box; but he is more likely to be 
relegated to the delicate attentions of graybacks and 
cockroaches, 

Next follows the public stage. Now the defendant 
may be admitted to bail provided he be charged with 
a bailable offense. Taking bail is regulated by law, and 
is never allowed except where the punishment is only 
a pecuniary fine. Counsel appears for the defense, and 
if the prisoner is too poor to procure counsel, he is al- 
lowed to select one from a list submitted by the judge. 
All the witnesses are known, and both sides have com- 
pulsory process to obtain their attendance. Henceforth 
the trial proceeds on about the same lines as when 
conducted before a jury in the Federal district. Of 
course the judge is final arbiter of both law and facts. 
This is not so deplorable if we are to believe the state- 
ment of Gen. Butler when he said: “There is one 
thing that God does not know: What will be the verdict 
of a petit jury in any given case.” 

By the Mexican constitution the right of habeas 
corpus is guaranteed. This, of course, is for the pro- 
tection of the life and liberty of the individual. There 
is another writ of right, however, the writ of amparo, 
for the preservation of property rights. Both of these 
may be suspended by the Legislature upon the sug- 
gestion of the President. The two must act together. 


Mexican Capital Punishment. 


|. The extreme penalty of the law is inflicted by shoot- 


ing. I have never heard a change in method advo- 
cated, either. In fact, you don't hear things agitated in 
Mexico. Some State official goes abroad, becomes con- 
vinced that a reform along some line is needed. He 
comes home, confers with two or three friends, and the 
reform is instituted. The people acquiesce. They know 
that acquiescence is easier than resistance—and then it 
is safer, too. 

A few months ago there was arrested near Hermosillo 
a man who was charged with murder. The facts 
brought out at the trial were as follows: Rodrigo 
Triana, traveling on foot, was overtaken by a man 
and his son driving a small band of horses. After mu 
tual inquiries, Triana was given permission to ride one 
of the horses. Thus he traveled with his new-found 
friends for three days. On the morning of the fourth 


day, after some slight dispute, Triana shot both the 
old man and the boy. Out of a spirit of fiendishness 
or revolting cannabalism, he roasted and ate the head 
of the old man. He then started north with the horses, 
and his arrest and conviction followed. He was sen- 
tenced to be shot at sunrise on the morning of January 
20. The higher court quickly confirmed the sentence.

+ THEHARVEST PROBLEM. 


How IT IS SOLVED IN THE WHEAT 
BELT OF KANSAS.

T HE demand for labor in the great wheat belt of 


. 2A. 


the West promises to de quite as great during this 
year’s harvest time as ever and the problem of 
meeting the demand is already occupying the minds of 
those directly interested. Less than a score of years 
ago few farmers would think of sowing more wheat or 
corn than their own regular help could gather at har- 
vest time. The most a farmer in any community would 
do was to call a few of the neighbors to assist. if the 
grain threatened to ripen too fast during the cutting of 
the same. The importing of labor was unthought of. 
But today the wheat belts of the Northwest and the 
Southwest afford a striking contrast to the relatively 
small industry of those days. Hundreds of acres in 
one field, one farmer operating twenty-five binders and 
employing a hundred harvest laborers, was beyond the 
wildest dreams of the old-time agriculturist. Yet this 
is common enough in the wheat-growing districts to- 
day. And just so long as the individual farmer con- 
tinues to raise large areas of grain the labor problem 
will confront him, though the “harvest hand” problem 
has already been worked down to a fine point in some 
great grain-raising communities. 


System in Wheat Raising. 


In Kansas there is quite as much system about the 
harvesting of the great wheat crops as there is in the 
turning out of steel from the mills of the Pennsylvania 
iron region. The laborers of the field need not be 
skilled to perfection like those of the shops, yet har- 


ous physical exertion. 

David W. Blaine, a farmer of Pratt county, Kan. has 
arranged a plan to furnish 20,000 extra men every year 
to the Kansas farmers. His scheme is simple and has 
already proved valuable, though it has been in opera- 
tion only three years. In 1901 alone it saved several 
hundred thousand dollars to the farmers of Kansas and 
better results are expected the present season. This 
saving has been accomplished by securing help in ample 
time. 

Mr. Blaine began three years ago by advertising 
through the daily press for harvest “hands” to go to his 
home community, Pratt county, and assist himself and 
neighbors in caring for surplus grain. Thousands of 
Idle men in the cities read the information and hurried 
out. He turned the surplus over to the railroad com- 
panies and the men were sent where most needed. Prior 
to that, farmers of Pratt county have been depending 
upon neighborhood help; if that were not forthcoming 
much of the wheat was lost. 

Two years ago Blaine improved upon his idea of ad- 
vertising by purchasing more space and having the 
harvest hands go to Kansas City as a central point: 
from there to be distributed to wheat growers as they 
called for them. But not one-fourth enough men an- 
swered the advertisements and farmers appealed in 
vain to the Kansas City Employment Bureau. Last 
year Blaine began earlier. He asked all of the farm- 
ers to meet in their respective communities about a 
month before harvest and decide upon the number of 
men they would need. These reports were sent to him 
and, as a result, he appealed for 15,000 laborers and 
3000 teams. The State Employment Agency at Kansas 
City agreed to take care of the harvest laborers and 
send them into the wheat belt as Blaine directed. He 
prepared a list of the needs of every community, and as 
rapidly as the laborers arrived at Kansas City they 
were sent on. But he neglected to send a specified num- 
ber of men into each community, depending upon the 
county reports. So while the majority of the farmers

State were neglected and the harvest hands were all 
employed before they reached their destination. 


Plans for This Season. 


This season Blaine secured even more éétailed re 
ports of the needs of the farmers as carly aa April, get 
ting the names of the farmers and number of hands 
they wanted in cvery townspip. Ile also secured a re 
port on the condition of wheat at that time. By keep- 
ing a close watch on the weather report he will know ta 
June whether the» number cf laborers shall be dime 
ished or increased as compared with the supposed needs 
of three months previous. Ever since he has been 
sending circulars to the varicus employment agencies is 
the United States, stating that 20,000 men, 1000 womes 
and 2000 teams can be used in the Kansas ficids, begin- 
ning in June end lasting thirty days or more. 

A general distributing agency has been established 
at Kansas City, another at Topeka, and still another 
at Wichita, in the very center of the wheat belt, where 
the farmers cau meet and employ their help. Wages 
ranging from {$1.50 to $2.50 per day are paid, for cight 
hours’ work, double pay for cxtra time. On moonlight 
nights, should there be any prospect of rainy weather 
in the near future, the whole force of harvest hands 
may be found toiling away until nearly midnight. Sum- 
Cay is no cxecption to the rule. 

The immediate cutting of a wheat field after it onee 
begins to ripen is necessary if it is to be saved. Thie 
is why so many thousand extra men are necded. A 
farmer with four good heres, his gang plow and a 
drill will plant from 200 ~ 200 acres of grain in the fall, 
but to handle this grain when ripened requires tes 
horses and scvex men, or six more men than are 
usually ſonad with the average farmer. Naturally these 
men and teams have to be imported as well as women 
to prepare the food for the workers. 


Half a Million for Harvest Hands. 


Last year over $500,000 was paid out to these cxtra 
helpers, but Kansas reaped a crop of 90,000,000 bughels, 
from which was derived a handsome profit. 

The work to be done in a harvest field is extremoly 

tircsome and soon tells upon the tenderfoot. There !s 
no protection from the sun's rays, which often reach 
the 115 mark, mowing down the harvesters as their 
machines cut the yellow grain. The men who come to 
the wheat belt directly from the cities and who hare 
been used to inside work are first set to driving bind- 
ers. This pays $1.50 per day and as they become more 
hardened to the rays of the sun, they are promoted to 
the carrying of bundles and shocking wheat or oats, and 
later given the job of hauling, feeding a thresher and 
such. Those who are unused to the harvest fleld gen- 
erally break down the second or third day. Even if not 
sunstruck, running about through the rough stubble 
carrying heavy bundles tells on them seriously. The 
work of the harvest hands is well worth the price paid. 
It all depends, however, upon previous field experience, 
and this is why so many Kansas farm girls can do more 
work with a binder than a strong, healthy man from 
the city. | 
Every class of men imaginable goes to Kansas during 
the harvesting season to work in the wheat fields. Col- 
lege men anxious to earn a little extra money in vaca- 
tion time: men from big city offices, who wish to im- 
prove upon their financial condition and at the same 
time take on tan; tramps, day laborers and others, mix 
in the motley gang that crowd the passenger and freight 
trains running into fhe wheat belt the first few weeks 
of June. The harvest hand can save from $75 to $125 
during the harvesting season. 
Before Mr. Blaine improved upon the labor system in 
the wheat belt of Kansas and the Southwest, there was 
much trouble every harvest from strikes and inability 
to secure a sufficient number of workmen. Even last 
year an attempt was made to form a union of harvest 
men, but Mr. Blaine headed it off by his importation of 
5000 laborers from eastern cities. He has an unremun- 
erative task, except that it is gaining him desired polit- 
ical prestige. He has saved thousands of dollars an- 
nually to the wheat growers in supplying plenty of 
labor.

them from their lethargy is not to their liking, and un- 
doubtedly their sensations are like those of the man 
who is routed out in the morning, several hours: be- 
fore his regulation nap is completed. They blink 
their eyes and squint, then blink again, and when they 
have accumulated sufficient animation, they leisurely 
creep or crawl or wriggle into a hole, or into the 
shadow of the brush. Scorpions are also found in hid- 
ing. but they are not considered ready for the market 
till summer time. 

The search is carried on systematically, and the rock 
clothing of Mother Earth is tossed about and disheveled 
with the greatest unconcern. No stone or boulder is 
passed without being rolled over, unless it is too big 
and obstinate for the younsgters to manage. Some- 
times three or four boys will pull and tug at an immense 
rock, while another boy poises in readiness to nab the 
astonished centipede with his pincers. 

The boy with the weapon gives a howl of delight 
There, underneath, on the damp earth, is a “rouser,” 
the “biggest one yet! Half asleep, and blinded by the 
unaccustomed light, the dazed centipede scarcely real- 
Izes what all the excitement is about, but when he feels 
the clasp of the pincers, all his meager intellectuality 
rebels against such indignities. He wriggies and 
squirms, and waves his myriad legs in the air in the 
most vindictive fashion, but all to no avail. The youth- 
ful captor chuckles exultantly, views his prize with mer- 
cenary eyes, and tosses the struggling myriapod into 
the can, where it glides beneath the papers. If it col- 
lides with any of its fellow-prisoners, it stings them in 
the face, as though they were the perfidious causes of 


its misfortune. 

Full-grown California centipedes, the Scolopendra 
castaniceps, are from five to eight inches long, and 
average forty-two legs and twenty-one segments. Each 
leg is terminated by a formidable brown thorn, and if 
the worm is angered he simultaneously thrusts every 
thorn into the flesh of his victim, who feels as if a red- 
hot iron were carving lines of pain upon his skin. But 
the weapons that do the most mischief are placed just 
below the mouth, and are formed from the second pair 
of feet, which are modified into a pair of strong claws, 
set horizontally in a manner resembling the falces of 
ordinary spiders, and terminated by a sharp, 8 
hook in each side. These hooks are perforated, and are 
traversed by a little canal leading from the poison 
These claws come together under the flesh, with 
a hold so tenacious that the centipede sometimes has 
to be torn to pieces befure it will loosen its hold. 

Boys who gather the creatures are sometimes bitten. 
for on hot days the worms run like a streak of light- 
ning, and unless the pincers hold firm, they glide up the 
sticks and under their tormtnter’s shirt sleeves, where

Queer Duties. 


The duties of a Consul or Consul-General are more 
varied than those of any other functionaries in the Fed- 
eral service. The American colony in his territory re- 
gard him as their Governor and come to him with all 
of their troubles and tribulations. If an American 
child is born or an American citizen dies in his district, 
he must authenticate either event. He ships home 
bodies of dead Americans, looks out for mall matter to 
and from Americans, investigates American shipwrecks, 
helps stranded seamen back to the United States, set- 
tles disputes between mariners, prevents paupers and 
other objectionable characters from emigrating to this 
country. 

In Chinese posts he is the special protector of our mis- 
sionaries.

Not so very long ago an American traveling through Mos- 
cow found that our Consul then stationed there was keep- 
ing a little hardware shop, to which he devoted all of his 
time during the business hours of the day. Upon the 
door of the consulate he kept posted a notice stating 
that it would be open for business daily between 5 and 
7:30 p.m. 

Not All Americans. 


Uncle Sam employs many foreigners in this consular 
service. In fact, about one-half of the men in the 
service are of foreign bitth. At Apia, Samoa, for in- 
stance, our Consul-General is a German and our Vice- 
Consul-General an Austrian. Both, however, are 
naturalized Americans. 


Other Countries Ahead. 


Thé great powers of Europe are far ahead of us in the 
organization of their consular services and the care 
with which they select their personnel. The French 
have an entrance grade, known as pupil consuls. These 
must pass a rigid examination and must have served at 
least a year in the Home Office. They must be under 
27 years, must have taken a collegiate degree in law, 
science or letters, or must be officers of the army or 
navy. French consular officers are allowed house and 
office rent and are given money for entertaining, when 
necessary. 

English consular officers must speak French and also 
the current tongue of the territory to which they are 
accredited. They are retired with a pension at the age 
of 70. Before young men can enter the German service 
they must have been graduated at a university and have 
had a thorough training in law, political science and 
statistics. The French, English an@ German consular 
officers are all appointed for life. They grow up in the 
service and their governments profit by the experience 
which they store up from year to year.

THE POPE’S GARMENTS. 


HIS HOLINESS WEARS THE MOST COSTLY WARD- 
ROBE IN THE WORLD. 


{Tit-Bits:] A great deal has been written and said 
about the gorgeous and costly wardrobes of the rulers 
of the earth, particularly those of the monarchs of the 
East, whose well-known love of splendor in dress has 
frequently led them to the acquisition of garments of 
almost priceless value. But the wardrobe of the most 
sumptuous of earthly rulers fades into absolute insig- 
nificance when compared with that of Pope Leo XIII., 
the spiritual father and ruler of the Church of Rome; 
for etiquette compels him to wear different garments 
on every day of the year, and as nearly all of these are 
adorned with the most costly of gems, their value is 
such that no millionaire on earth could hope to possess 
them were they ever in the market. 

These magnificent vestments are kept in three enor- 
mous chambers in the Loge Raphael, and are carefully 
guarded by a small army of attendants, whose sole 
duties are to keep them in order and in condition. 

The different seasons of the year are marked by the 
wearing of vestments of special colors. For instance, 
during Lent nearly every garment—even including the 
Papal shoes—is of a bright red hue. At Easter time 
white is the prevailing color; and at different functions 
and on special days of the year Papal etiquette demands 
that His Holiness shall don dresses of differing colors 
and magnificence to befit the occasion. 

Perhaps one of the best known of the Pope’s garments 
is the little skull cap which appears in all the Pope's 
photographs. But even this, which is made of fine silk, 
varies in color and in thickness, according to the day 
and the season. 

The slippers, also, are almost as numerous as the days 
in the year, and form no small item in the Holy Fath- 
ers magnificent wardrobe. On all public occasions, 
audiences, etc., they are particularly gorgeous. Made of 
fine velvet, the right slipper is embroidered with a 
golden cross, upon which nearly all His Holiness s 
visitors are allowed to impress a kiss at departing, 
while the left bears the crest of the Roman Church, 
namely, crossed keys, surmounted by a tiara and draped 
with a pallium. 

The Papal gloves are far more costly than the slip- 
pers. These are made of white wool, and are richly 
embroidered with fine pearis in the shape of a cross. 
The material for these gloves, and indeed for nearly all 
the woollen garments, is supplied by a family who have 
had the right to do so ever since 1566. For this pur- 
pose the family keeps a special herd of fifty sheep, whose 
wool is used only in the making of Papal garments. 

The surplices which are worn by the Holy Father 
when giving audiences are composed of the most valua- 
ble and beautiful lace, many hundreds of years old. 
This vestment is set off by a small cape, which just 
covers the shoulders, made of red silk, interwoven with 
gold. Both these garments vary in weight at the dit- 
ferent seasons of the year. 

But perhaps one of the most costly of the Pope's 
dresses is the “cappa magna,” which, however, is very 
seldom worn. It is a long cape, hanging straight from 
the shoulders to the ground, and fairly gleams with gold 
and precious stones from top to bottom. So thickly 
indeed are the gems set that its weight makes it almost 
impossible for the aged Pope to carry it. 

The most interesting vestment, however, and also 
perhaps the most simple, is the pallium. This is a nar- 
row long strip of white lambs wool, which is worn 
around the neck and figure, terminating over the left 
shoulder, both back and front. It is quite unadorned, 
save for a golden cross at the two ends. 

A large number of these palliums are kept for the 
Pope, each of which, before using, is first laid upon the 
sarcophagus of St. Peter. The wool of which they are 
made comes from a few lamos specially set apart for the 
purpose. Every year, on January 21, a certain number 
of young lambs are brought to the Pope for his blessing, 
the ceremony being very impressive. At its conclusion 
they are taken to a nunnery near Rome, and kept there 
for a year, during which time they are fed on the most 
sumptuous of foods. As soon as the year is over they 
are shorn, and their wool is spun and woven for fresh 
palliums by the nuns. 

There are, of course, many other garments used for 
Special occasions, but these are too numerous to men- 
tion in detail. The rings, however, which are worn by 
liis Holiness are particularly worthy of notice, for in 
his rings, of which he is very fond, are set some of the 
most valuable gems in the world. Only three, however, 
can be called official. The first is the well-known fish- 
erman’s ring (so called because of the representation 
on the stone of St. Peter fishing.) with which the Pope 
seals nearly all his letters. This ring is destroyed at 
each Pope's death, and a fresh one made for his suc- 
cessor. The only remarkable feature of the other two 
rings is their pricelessness. They are scarcely ever off 
the Papal hand. 

It is surely hardly to be wondered at that a small army 
of attendants is necessary to look after so numerous 
and valuable ag array.

ORTO RICO, the loveliest island washed by ocean

It is a matter of encouragement that the recent open- 
ing of the markets of the United States to the people 
of Porto Rico has stimulated this industry in particular, 
and, already several centrals are in process of erec- 
tion, involving an expenditure of several millions of 
American capital, already assured to the island.

; plantations of Porto Rico may seem insignificant, yet,

tobaceo, valued at $403,000, have been exported. 

From the earliest times the raising of live stock has 
been a favorite pursuit in the island. It is still of great 
importance, as all animals increase, thrive and fatten 
on the luxuriant pastures watered by the clear running 
streams in every section. The pasture lands of Porto 
Rico are superior to those of the neighboring islands, 
and over a million acres are now devoted to that pur- 
pose. The annual exportation of hides amounts to over 
$70,000. For the first ten months of civil administration 
the value of animals exported was $469,000. 

Profits in Fruits. 4 

One source of great potential wealth to Porto Rico is 
its rich possibilities in the production of fruits and 
vegetable fibers. Doubtless, the maguvey, which is in- 
digenous to the island, could be cultivated with con- 
siderable profit. Its products are the pita, or sisal, 
hemp, which is manufactured into linen, ropes, nets and 
hammocks; also pulque, an intoxicating liquor much 
used in Mexico. 

During the Spanish domination the exportation of 
beeswax amounted to considerable proportions. This 
would indicate that bee culture could be made a very 
profitable industry here. With the Italian bees and 
American hives, added to the accessories of the busi- 
ness in use on the continent, the flowers of the coffee 
plant and the refuse of the sugar mills could be laid 
under contribution, and combined with the sweetness of 
the myriads of natura! flowers which deck the landscape, 
from the peak of Yunque to Cape San Francisco, tons 
of the mcst delicious honey would be produced and yield 
a golden reward to the industry of the bee and the 
skill of the bee farmer. 

It is unnecessary to mention molasses and rum, the 
incidental products of the sugar cane, though they 
themselves are sufficient to pay all expenses of the sugar 
planters and leave the returns from his sugar as clear 
gain. The so-called minor crops, which embrace corn,

rice, beams, potatoes and the Hike, are raised solely fo 
home consumption. A large amount of rice, which form 
the principal food of the poorer people, is imported ev 
ery year. It is unnecessary to import a pound of rice 
the island being capable of producing more than enougt 
for the use of all its million of people. 
Very little attention has heretofore been given to the 
culture of fruits, though excellent oranges, bananas, 
plantains, mangoes, aguacates, guavas, grapes, lemons, 
zapotes, mamayes, nisperos, cocoanuts and other trop- 
ical fruite grow wild in the greatest profusion. Proper 
culture would improve the quality and enlarge the yield, 
and with cold-storage transportation, the markets of 
New York and all the continental cities could de 
stocked with them the year round. A ten-acre orangt 
grove, when once in bearing, gives a comfortable in- 
come. sufficient to support a family in the b4st country 
style of Virginia or Ohio. Oranges and grape fruit, set 
at seventy trees per acre, will yield an average of five 
or six boxes per year for each tree, after reacning ma- 
turity. Crops of ten and twelve boxes per tree are fre- 
quently reported, and there are well-authenticated cases 
of trees in Porto Rico which have yielded over twenty 
boxes of fine, sweet oranges. 
According to the latest statistics there are 39,021 
farms in this island, of an average size of forty-five 
acres. More than three-fourths of the superficial area 
is included within the farms, and nearly 20 per cent. of 
the entire area of the island under actual tillage. Of 
all the farms, fully 9 per cent. are tilled by their own- 
ers, and of these 71 per cent. are white and 22 per cent. 
are colored. Seven per cent. are renters. 


Growth of American Trade. 


Every year of American occupation, thus far, * 
shown a decrease in the amount of goods imported into 
Porto Rico from foreign countries, and an increase, by 
a very large percentage, of goods from the United States. 
This is as it should be, but there is chance for a still 
greater inerease. For while goods from all foreign 
countries still pay the full rate of the Dingley tariff, all 
goods from the United States come in free. Germany 
heads the list in aggressive activity, and it behooves 
the American salesman to wake up and take possession 
of a valuable market, already his by so great com- 
mercial advantages. It is natural that the terms of 
commercial association and business relations in the 
way of credit from long acquaintance and business deal- 
ings with the continent, must not be expected to be 
broken off too quickly.

The stage was set to represent a drawing-room. There 
was a side scene, as well as a drop or back piece. At 
the middle of the room was a large door, and against 
the side scene on the left rested a grand piano.

How the Trick Was Played. * 


The phenomenon was performed in the following 
manner: To begin with, the piano that floated away was 
not a piano at all, but merely the case, which was very 
light and made of papier mache. The back of the case 
was open and rested against the side scene. After the 
young lady had played, she closed down the cover, 
whereupon an assistant behind the scenes pulled the 
working parts of the instrument through a side trap. 
The piano part was mounted on trucks so that it could be 
easily and noiselessly pulled away. This left the case, 
which weighed but a few pounds, in the same position 
as when it contained the real piano.

Bishop of Alaska Leads 
Lonely Life. 

Won derful Worker in 
Los Angeles. 


Goes by Canoe With Only 
Dogs as Companions in 
the Wilds. 


A prominent missionary from one of 
the most interesting fields touched by 
the Episcopal Church arrived in Los 
Angeles last night in the person of the 
Rt. Rev. P. T. Rowe, Bishop of 
Alaska. The bishop came in on an 
evening train and spent the night at 
the Hollenbeck. For the remainder of 
his stay here he will be the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. P. G. Hubert, No, 2721 
Portiand street. 

A sturdy, out-door-looking man of 
medium proportions, agreeable of 
eech and enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject of his work, Bishop Rowe looks 
the man who has toured the Alaskan 
wilderness in canoe and dog sied for 
six years, ministering to the needs 
of the sick in body and in soul among 
white men and red. The field of his 
labors is perhaps the wildest and most 
extended under any missionary bishop. 

Bishop Rowe is a veteran missionary 
among the Indians; having spent years 
among the Ojibways along the shores 
of the Great Lakes, speaking their lan- 
nag and passing constantly among

“When I finished labors among 
the Ojibways,” said last night, 
“and settled down for a little rest in 
Michigan, I thought I had done about 
as much sledding and snow-shoeing as 
Was necessary to the life of any mis- 
sionary, but it was only a p 
for a deeper and a snowier wilder-

His headquarters are in Sitka, from 
where he constantly makes his long 
and lonely pilgrimages through the 
foresta and over the snow fields to the 
Arctic Ocean and return. The bishop's 
last pilgrimage, which ended just be- 
fore he started for the United States, 
occupied fourteen months, touching the 
shores of the Arctic and the most 
northerly missionary station on the 
main continent, located at Point Bar- 


rows. 

During the summer months he trav- 
els by canoe as far as possible; in the 
winter, when the silent, transparent 
Arctic night, the ghost of the dead sum- 
mer that would not know darkness 
while it lived, casts its shadow over 
the sheening white country, he voy- 
ages behind his dog team, resting by 
the lodge fires of many tribes or in the 
little mission outposts, as he may. 
When the bishop started on his last 
tour he took as a companion an Indian 
boy. The Indians, he says, are very 
averse to quitting the domain of their 
own tribe, and in time the boy grew 
homesick and was sent back. For 1500 
miles the bishop traveled on alone 
through the white wilderness into the 
face of the great, weird light in the 
north, with only the companionship of 
his dogs. 

“TO BEAR HIM COMPANY.” 

“A man traveling alone in that coun- 
try would go mad with mental depres- 
sion if it were not for the dogs,” said 
the Alaskan traveler, speaking of his 
experiences. They occupy your at- 
tention, distract your thoughts from 
the awful misery round about; you 
must constantly urge them on, and 
they are friendly fellows, offering 
warm, live companionship. Many a 
man goes mad traveling alone in 
Northern Alaska, and last spring men 
had to be sent into the interior to a 
Catholic mission to overpower and 
bring out the priest stationed there, 
who had gone mad during the lonelli- 
ness of the long night. 

“Ministering to bodily ills is the 
most constant work that falls to my 
lot on these tours. I carry with me a 
case of surgical instruments and medi- 
cal supplies, and find about as much 
work among the white men scattered 
through the wilderness as among the 
natives. We support three hospitals, 
one at Skag@®ay and two in the inte- 
rior, along the Yukon, and they are an 
unutterable blessing to many sick and 
dying pilgrims. 

“I have grown very fond of the 

Indians; they are not gener- 
olly dull, are susceptible to teaching, 
and very hospitable. I have known 
them to come out seventy-five miles 
and more to meet and welcome me as I 
traveled toward their ettlement. The 
Eskimos along the coast are a differ- 
ent people, and not quite so pleasing. 

“At each mission station there is 
usually the minister, his wife, a nurse 
and a native heiper.” 

There are about 35,000 natives in the 
domain through which Bishop Rowe 
makes bis pilgrimages, half of whom 
are claimed by the Episcopal Church. 
There are some thirty Episcopal mis- 
sionaries in the field. Various hymns, 
the Lord's Prayer and other Bible pas- 

have been transiated into some 
of the Indian tongues by the bishop 
and his helpers. 

The bishop said last night that the 
church people of Les Angeles are 
warmiy regarded among his workers 
for the generous contributions in the 
way of missionary boxes which they 
have made in the past. 

— “THOU FOOL.” 

Speaking of the reported friction be- 
tween Americans and the Canadian 
authorities in Alaska, principally over 
customs matters, the bishop said: 
“There has not been half the friction 
which has been reporied. I do not 
hesitate to say that most of the trouble 
arose because the American collector 
of customs was a fool, and 1 did not 
hestitate to say the same to President 
Roosevelt, upon whom I called when in 
Washington. The President deposed 
him some time ago.” 

In speaking of the manner in which 
the government has managed educa- 
tional affairs in Alaska, with reference 
to the natives, the bishop is sharp in 
his criticism. The government,” he 
says, “has pot spent a dollar for schools 
in the incerior of. Alaska. A few 
schools, for whites and natives alike, 
have been established along the coast. 
There is a Commissioner of Education, 
who redes in Washington, and each 
summer, makes a tour of inspection 
which consists of a comfortable cruise 
along the coast in a government cut- 
ter. The only attempis made to edu- 
cate the masses of the natives are 
made by the missionaries.” 

Bishop Rowe will speak this morning 
at the Church of the Epiphany,on Sichei 


street, East Los Angeles. He will be 


here a week before his return to 
Alaska.

The exercises which are very well 
known as the Ling Exercises or Swedish 
Movements are excellent as a beginning 
of physical culture for those persons who 
are content to practice without an ap- 
para tus. 

These exercises are especially good for 
women who are inclined to be stout. 

They are performed in the following or- 


First Describe a circular movement 
with each arm twenty times in succession. 
Extend the arms forward, outward and 
upward, thirty times in succession, tak- 
ing eight or ten deep inspirations between 
each series. 

Becond—Execute a circular movement 
from the waist, swaying the upper part 
of the body slowly round, the hands rest- 
ing upon the hips. Make this movement 
thirty times. 

Third—Extend the leg as nearly at righ 
angles with the body as possible. Re- 
peat twelve times on each side, taking 
eight or ten deep inspirations between 
each series. 

Fourth—Extend and bend the foot 
twenty times each side. Perform the ges- 
ture of reaping or sowing thirty times. 
Bend each knee rapidly twenty times. 
Take eight or ten inspirations, 

Fifth—Raise the arms swiftly and rapid- 
ly as in the action of throwing a lance 
twelve times in succession. Throw out 
both arms simultaneously twenty or 
thirty times. Take eight to ten deep in- 
spirations. 

Sixth—Trot on one spot, the hands on 
the hips and lifting the feet briskly, a hun- 
dred to three hundred times. Take eight or 
ten deep inspirations. 

Beventh—Jump with the hands on the 
hips, holding the head and body erect, 


nine out of every ten children are sitting 
improperly or carrying their bodies as 
they should not, and that these children 
have never worn corsets or heels to their 
shoes. 

It does not seem natural to us at this 
time of the world to stand or walk or sit 
correctly. 

If a picture were to be taken, a snap- 
shot, for instance, of twenty-five men, 
women and children, walking on any one 
of the principal thoroughfares, it is safe 
to say that twenty of them, at the very 
least, would be out of drawing, or rather 
out of harmony. And that twenty out of 


the twenty-five would be dependent upon 


the bony structure of their bodies and not 
on their muscles for keeping the body 
upright. 

Properly speaking, the muscles of our 
bodies should hold us in position. 

It is the muscles that should hold the 
trunk upright and keep the proper rela- 
tion between the spine and the pelvis. 

Unfortunately most of us force the 
bony structure to perform this task. 

The exercises illustrated in this article 
are especially of value for strengthening 
and developing the arms, shoulders and 
chest. 

They form a system complete in itself 
for the straightening out and the strength- 
ening of the weak back and bent shoul- 
ered girl or woman. 

It takes time and practice with many to 
get to a place in physical culture where 
one realizes that free-hand exercises, 
that is to say, exercises without any ap- 
paratus or appliances whatsoever, result 
in just as much benefit as those which re- 
quire machinery or apparatus. 

The exercises here described can be 
performed with any object beld in the 
hands. 

A pair of dumbbells or Indian clubs 
would do. 

But a chair, the simplest kind of a 
kitchen or dining room chair, will give 
the subject precisely the same results. 

The great point in view is to get exer- 
cise for the muscles which require de- 
veloping.

Doctor Schreber says that these move- 
ments, if executed with order, should oc- 
cupy a good half hour, but my experience 
has proven that if they are performed 
without haste and with intervals heces- 
sary for the deep inspirations and repose, 
they require’nearer an hour's time. 

Physical culture exercises in order to 
be effective must be performed with all 
the vigor and heartiness which can toe 
put into them. If they 
with a will and good nature 
less. 

Every gesture must be ample and 
lute, well defined and separated by a dis- 
tinct pause from the preceding and fol- 
lowing movements. 

The exercises must not be pushed, as 1 
have before said, to the limit of the 
performer's strength. and all distress, pain 
or exhaustion must be avoided. It is im- 
possible to take physical culture exer 
with any benefit and take them langu 
— don't try to. 

For weakly women or those suffering 
from temporary and periodic indispost- 
tion, the movements must be modified. 

Do not forget that in order to get real 
benefit, physical culture should be begun 
in moderation and only increased as the 
strength and development of the per- 
former easily warrants. 

Physical culture movements are practi- 
cally useless unless the room chosen 
the exercise is cool, and supplied with 
quantities of fresh air, and better re- 
sults will be obtained from a room unen- 
cumbered with furniture, and if possible 
uncarpeted. 

The time chosen for these exercises 
should be before breakfast or during the 
forenoon, preceding by an hour at 
the second meal of the day. 

The dress should be light, entirely with- 
out restricting bands. Tight, heavy skirts 
should never be worn, and the shoes should 
be high, comfortable and without heels.

REVISIONISTS FALL 
DOWN. 
The present indications are that 


the work of the committee which js 
engaged in drafting amen4ments to 
the city charter will prove to be oa’ 
little value, and that it wil! not re- 
ceive the indorsement of the voter 
of Los Angeles. The members of th: 
committee. or many of them. seem 
to be unable, or unwilling, to get out 
of old ruts. They are apparently de- 
termined to retain in the charter 
many of the objectionable features 
which have made it possible for grave 
abuses to grow up and flourish in our 
municipal government. The retention 
of these abjectionable features wil! 
Probably result in the defeat of the 
charter amendments altogether, when 
the people are called upon to record 
their verdict upon the work of the 
committee. 

The refusal to adopt the proposed 
amendment providing for the election 
of Councilmen by the voters of the 
clty at lartze, instead of by wards, as 
at present, Was a serious mistake, as 
The Times has heretofore pointed out. 
This has been followed by the turn- 
ing down of the proposition to elect 
members of the Board of Education at 
large. The same reasons which make 
it desirable that Councilmen shall be 
elected by popular vote of the city 
at large apply with equal force to the 
election of members of the Board of 
Edjucation. The need for the proposed 
change is apperent to every intelligent 
observer, and the movement for ac- 
complishing it was distinctly in the 
interest of better municipal govern- 
ment. If the Charter Revision Com- 
mittee were actuated by a sincere de- 
sire to improve the city government. 
these proposed amendments would 
have been adopted instead of being 
voted down. 

The chief object to be subserved in 
amending the charter is to improve 
it, to the end that the city govern- 
ment may be made better. If the char- 
ter is not to be improved by the 
amendments to be submitted, there is 
no good reason for submitting amend- 
ments at all. In the discharge of its 
duty to the public.

Na- 
tional City, it may be explained for 
the benefit of those who have not been 
more than twenty years in Southern 
California, is a hamlet on the Bay 
of San Diego, south of the City of 
Climate. As the name implies, the 
ambitious projectors of the place, 
when it was laid out, about 
a quarter of a century ago, ex- 
pected that it would become the 
metropolis of this southwestern 
corner of the United States, or, per- 
haps, even the whole country. When 
the Santa Fé built into San Diego, the 
company was induced, by large con- 
cessions, to make its terminus at Na- 
tional City. The place is still a ter- 
minus, just about to the same extent 
that River Station is the end of the 
railroad run on the Southern Pa idle. 
in Los Angeles. Apart from this, Na- 
tional City consists of several de- 
serted brick bank buildings, and a 
general air of respectable desolation. 
It may easily be understood, by any- 
one who has venturéd into that little 
known village, that the few inhabi- 
tants of National City might be glad 
to break away and get into connec- 
tion with Arizona, Lower California, 
or any other old place outside of San 
Diego. 

The Record announces that the an- 
nexation of San Diego county to Axl 
zona would be the greatest thing that 
could happen to San Diego county,” 
and adds that “every man of intelll- 
gence residing in either country who 
will give the matter an earnest 
thought must come to the same con- 
clusion as those who have studied it 
fully.”

WHO WAS ROCHAMBESU? 


THE MAN FOR © HOM A STATUE 
IS 10 BEUNViILED. 


BY OLIVZ L°GA.

WASHINGTON, May %.—Bon jour. 
comment vous portes- vous? Yes, we 
are just as French as all that, and 
shall be till after Rochambeau comer 
and goes. The old question is now 
extant, “Who was Rochambeau, and 
what is all this fuss about?’ Before 
referring with particularity to the 
Rochambeau who was certainly one of 
the most picturesque characters of the 
Revolution, it Anay be stated that the 
Count de Rochambeau who is now on 
his way to this country with the 
Countess, and who will be a leading 
figure at the unveiling of the Marsha! 
de Rochambeau Statue, is not a direct 
descendant of the famous soldier whose 
association with Gen. Lafayette in the 
War of Independence the United States 
is now honoring. The present bearer 
of the title Is legally in the Iine of 
descent of the elder brother of the 
marshal. and yet not in a consanguine 
. Marshal De Rochambeau died 
in 1807, and left one son, who after 
attaining the rank of lieutenant-gen- 
eral in the French army, and acting 
for a time as Governor of San 
mingo, was killed at the battle of 
Leipsic in 1813, leaving two daughters 
and a son, who died without issue, but 
who, shortly before his death adopted 
a boy named Eugene La Croix, who 
assumed the family name and title of 
Rochambeau, in that strange way the 
French law permits, and which is saic 
ta be the manner in which the Counts 
De Castellane enjoy a borrowed rank. 
The family relics of the Rochambeaus, 
and especially those relating to the 
service of the marshal in America. are 
preserved by the direct descendants of 
his elder brother, at the Chateau de 
Rochambeau, near Vendome. and it is 
there that the gentleman who will rep- 
resent the family at the coming fes 
tivities makes his home. The princi- 
pal relic is a full-length portrait of 
Gen, Washington, which that great 
commander presented to his compan- 
ion in arms, and which shows the gen- 
eral standing leaning against a can- 
non. holding his hat in his right hend, 
while in the background appear nis 
charger. and a standard borne aloft by 
an American soldier. 

Jean Baptiste Donation de Vimeur, 
Count De Rochambeau, was born at 
Vendome on July 1, 1725. Like almost 
all sons of the old French nobility he 
entered the army as a mere boy. the 
knowledge which is now imparted tn 
military schools, being at that period 
obtained only in the field. As a result 
of active service, at 25 years of age 
he Was a veteran of many campaigns, 
and had distinguished himself at the 
famous battle of Maestricht: and for 
thirty years thereafter he was in the 
forefront of the wars which at that 
time kept Europe in an unceasing tur- 
moll. In 178. when he had reached 
the age of 55, and was a lieutenant- 
general by rank. he was given com- 
mand of the 6000 French troops sent 
to ald the revolted American colon- 
ists. A degree of unexpected splen- 
dor Was lent to the close of the war 
by the presence in the fleld of the 
magnificently-uniformed and equipped 
soldiers commanded by the count. The 
tall sappers, with their bearlike sha- 
kos and their long chamols-skin aprons, 
worn to protect their resplendent un!- 
forms from the earth, were probably 
the most picturesque troops to be 
found in any European army: the con- 
spicuous part they played during the 
siege of Yorktown has made them im- 
mortal, and it was by the influence 
of Count De Rochambeau that the fa- 
mous corps of engineers was embarked 
with the line regiments, for service m 
America. He had never forgotten the 
lessons he received at the siege of 
Maestricht, thirty years previously, and 
he knew how valuable the sappers 
would be in the American campaign. 
The accomplished officer gracefully ac- 
cepted Gen. Washington as his mit 
tary superior. though a question might 
have been raised as to their relative 
ranks, and the two great soldiers ac- 
tively cohperated in the movement 
which led to the capitulation of Lord 
Cornwallis. In recognition of De Roc‘. 
ambeau's services Congress voted the 
thanks of the nation to France. to 
Rochambeau and to his troops, and pre- 
sented the Count with two of the can- 
non captured at Yorktown. It wa 
probably in consequence of the hic 
rank of De Rochambeau that the re- 
port gained ground that the French 
government had bestowed a marshal's 
baton on Washington, an error which 
recently has been finally dispelled 
through the researches of Senator 


ge. 

On his return to France Count Ds 
Rochambeau was made Governor of 
Picardy and Artois, and in 1791 he re- 
ceived a marshal's baton: but the po- 
litical situation was then very alarm- 
ing. and in the troublous dave which 
ensued, he Was susnected of being an 
enemy of the republic by the Robes- 
pierre faction, was arrested and iw 
prisoned, and only ercaped the gm 
lotine by the fall and death of the die- 
tator in 1788. When Napoleon came to 
power a few years later Ceaunt de 
Rochambeau wes restored to his rank 
and former position, and named an 


officer of the newly-ecreated Lecion 
of Honor. He died in 1897. aged 8&8” 
having written his memoire which 


were published two years after his 
death. This autebierranphy. which was 
edited by Luce de Lanciva', t« but lit- 
tle known and dom quoted thourh 
it covers one of the most eventful pert- 
oda in the history of the world.

Curious Origin and History of 
a Swedish College in 
Lindsbcrj. 


c. M. HAYGER. 

LINDSBORG (Kan) May 14.—That 
the people of the prairies have not 
amid their search for material things 
lost sight of the joys of the higher life 
is manifest in the unique musical fes- 
tival that is taking place here this 
month. In this quiet country village 
200 miles west of Kansas City, with 
green fields and open plain for miles 
in every direction, is taking place an 
event for which special trains are run 
for the entire State and which will 
before all the exercises are completed 
attract thounsands of visitors. This is 
a Swedish colony. Nine-tenths of the 
people are from Sweden. The business 
houses are run by Swedes, the rich and 
productive farms are their property— 
and the pride of the community is 
Bethany College, a Swedish Lutheran 
institution with 800 students. It is 
the college assisted by the best talent 
of the community that is giving the 
Handel masterpiece, The Messiah, in 
a manner that is worthy of praise. 

For twenty years this quaint colony 
has been inviting the people of the 
Plains to come and hear the rendition 
of this oratorio on Easter. With a 
chorus of 400 voices that has practiced 
during the best part of a year, with a 
great $5000 organ, with an orchestia of 
torty pieces, all the fruit of the coliege 
training, the music has been given. 
Finally, the crowds that came could 
not be accommodated by the single 
performance, and two, three and four 
performances were given. But Easter 
is too carly; and this season the ren- 
dition was put off until May, when 
it will be given five times ending May 
25, the first being this week. 

The history of the musical awakening 
that has made possible this remark- 
able attraction is interesting. It de- 
gan in the humblest manner. The 
founder of the colony, Rev.. Dr. Olson, 
in 1879 visited London and heard the 
“Messiah” given by a great chorus. 
“The Swedish people have been eee 
to God for generations,” said he, “an 
this is a fitting vehicle for their voices.” 
He came home and began to talk it 
to the farmers, Prof. Carl Swenson, 
the young teacher of the settlement 
school, and to the townsfolk. The 
farmers up and down the Smoky Hill 
Valley had small means for the pur- 
pose, but they gave what they could, 
and solo Singers were secured from 
Rock Island, III., where there is another 
Swedish college. The success was uch 
‘Sat there was left a neat sum for the 
Art of a college in Lindsborg. The 
“Messiah” has been the foundation of 
the college. Starting in a little frame 
structure the size of a country school- 
house it has been enlarged from the 
proceeds of the annual rendition of the 
oratorio until it is a handsome brick 
structure costing $49,000. 

The ways of raising money for the 
college and for the great organ, the 
finest in the State west of Topeka, is 
interesting as an example of ,prairie 
thrift applied to religious matters. 
When the real-estate boom spread over 
the West the college went into the 
town-lot and addition business. An 
addition was laid out and the lots sold 
at a price that gave a large profit. 
When the good wheat crops came and 
the farmers had plenty of money the 
president of the college secured the 
agency of an organ house, and with 
the students went up and down the 
valley selling organs to the people. 
Nearly every farmer bought an organ, 
and the valley is probably better 
equipped than any similar stretch of 
country in the West in musical instru- 
ments. The profits paid for the big 
three-manual organinthe auditorium. 
This auditorium seats 4000 people, and 
is a hdge octagon-shaped building close 
to the college. To show how much the 
exercises are appreciated it may be 
mentioned that frequently it is too 
small to hold the crowds that come 
on special trains for the concerts. 

The trains bringing the people come 
from many directions. One starts from 
the edge of Nebraska and comes down 
across this State. Two come from 
Kansas City bringing people from Mis- 
Four and other points along the line. 
Another corres up from the south and 
Oklahoma is represented. As the ex- 
cursionists arrive after a ride through 
the most beautiful valley in the State, 
the low hills bounding it off to the 
north, they find a little brown depot a 
half mile from the town. They wan- 
der through a beautiful grove to the 
college, the tall trees telling the story 
of arbor-cay devotion among the 
Swedes. The long avenues are lined 
with stately elms that join their 
branches overhead and the comfortable 
homes of the residents are set amid 
well-adorned grounds that show taste 
and care. Before the home of the pres- 
ident of the college fly two great flags 
—the Stars and Stripes, and the back 
and yellow banner of Sweden. The 
fatherland is not forgotten. Every- 
where is eviderce of the lewe of the 
eld home beyond the seas, and if one ia 
fortunate enough to enter the homes at 
a function the waiters will be found 
wearing the quaint drerses and caps 
that are seen in the homes of Sweden.

He is a marvel- 
ous musician, and is master of a 
dozen instruments, though of first note 
as a pianist. Slender and nervous, he 
steps to the front and lifts his baton. 

The chorus rises and breaks into the 
first words of the oratorio. Through 
the rolling choruses and the sweet 
responses the music goes on for two 
hours, including the recess. It is in- 
spiring and uplifting, and when, after 
the last reverberation of the wonder- 
ful Amen! chorus dies away, the peo- 
ple go out under the spring skies in a 
daze. They have been taken out of 
themselves, and made to realize what 
a great thing is music. This is the 
more especially true because the peo- 
ple of the plains fail to have at their 
door the great musical festivals of 
the cities. But even had they these, 
there is in the fresh, well-trained 
voices of the “Messiah” company a 


strength that would give pleasure. It 
is both in volume and in training 
the most ambitious musical cvent of 


the West. 

The head of the college, Dr. Carl 
Swensson, is one of the most infly- 
ential men in the State. He is prac- 
tically the spokesman of his people 
throughout the West. . Last fall, when 
the college celebrated the twentieth 
anniversary of its beginning, the King 
of Sweden decorated Dr. Swensson 
with the Order of the North Star, an 
order of knighthood enjoyed by but 
two others in this nation. When op- 
portunity permits, Dr. Swensson is in 
demand all over the West for ad- 
dreesce. He has been a delegate to the 
National Republican conventions, and 
has been offered the ministry to Swe- 
den, but could not forsake his college. 
The best of his life has been given 
to the upbuilding of the colony and 
the 4000 dwellers here worship him. 
He is the representative of their in- 
tereste everywhere. 

This spring festival is one of the 
notable events on the prairies, and 
now that it is given when the wheat 
fields are green and when the escent 
of prairie flowers is in the alr, it is 
particularly pleasing. It emphasizes 
the sentiment of beauty, and gives to 
the people of the West an object les- 
son in the management of the better 
elements of life so as to give pleasure 
and profit. It takes away the thoughts 
from toll and so does the people of 
the plaing good. 


BUYING CHAMPAGNE. 


Port and Sherry Out of Style in 
English Society—The King Getting 
a More Fashionable Drink.

LONDON, April 30.—It must not be 
supposed, because King Edward gave 
orders last year that all the port and 
sherry in the royal wine cellars of 
Buckingham Palace should be sold at 
auction, that His Majesty has turned 
blue-ribbonite, or that he has any in- 
tention of conducting future royal ban- 
quets on teetotal lines. 

The royal port and sherry were dis- 
posed of because they are not “the 
thing” in London society nowadays, 
however popular they may have been 
in the past. Queen Victoria, who 
elung affectionately to everything that 
was old-fashioned, went on serenely 
serving port and sherry to her guests, 
who would a good deal rather have 
had something else, but King Edward, 
who is if anything a little in advance

of the date, made up his mind to 
change all that, and without losing any 
time. 

Champagne is the favorite wine of 
London smart people today, and it was 
a foregone conclusion that it would 
be chosen by the King as the wine of 
the court. Hardly had the royal cel- 
lars been cleared of the port and 
sherry, than the King began buying 
champagne for their replenishment, 
and he is still doing so. The wine 
cellars at Buckingham Palace are 
mighty affairs, and when they are 
completely stocked, the King will be 
the possessor of a emall gake of cham- 
pagne.

TO REGENERATE AIR. 


French Scientist is Said to Have In- 
vented Means cf Producing Oxygen 


and Destroying Poisonous Elements. 

{London News.] Dr. . Deasgrez, pro- 
fessor at the Faculty of Medicine, 
Paris, and M. Balthazard, house sur- 
geon of one of the hospitals there, have 
just presented to the Academy of Sci- 
ence an apparatus embodying a tie- 
markable and important discovery. 
It is claimed that by means of it it will 
be possible to maintain life in the most 
poisonous atmosphere, to enter rooms 
full of dense «moke or pits full of nox- 
jous gases without hurt or discomfort. 
Some particulars of this discovery are 


given by Dr. Desgrez himeelf in an 
interview yjublished in the Eclair: He 
says: 

“The reagent needed to regenerate

ONDON, May 8.—Any Englishman

man, but not to an American, that 
the British War Office has a holy horro: 
of doing anything that it hasn't al- 
ways done—that it has a lofty scor 
for inventors- a fine contempt for 1. 
novations. When this ultra-conserve 
tive institution goes in for somethin; 
so giddy as an aerial warship, the sup- 
position is that it has found a contriv- 
ance more substantial than any ves- 
sel previously built for aerial naviga- 
tion and that it has been spending 
some years in getting iteelf convinced 
of the efficacy of its new machine. It 
must be so, for no one ever convinced 
the War Ole of anything in less than 


a year. 
It may be, therefore, that Dr. F. 
Alexander Barton, whose big airship 


is being built under government orders 
from a smaller model already tested 
and approved by the War Office, has 
really solved the most fascinating 
problem of our time and gone consider- 
ably further than Santos-Dumont to- 
ward the aerial passenger cars and en- 
kines of destruction that every one 
knew the future had in store for us. 
Secrecy is a strong point with the 
British War Office, and some of the 
specifications for the Barton airship, 
which is now nearly finished, are veiled 
in the deepest mystery. But there is 
one important requirement that is 
known, viz: that the vessel shall 
travel about in the air for twenty-four 
hours without descending. The in- 
ventor says he can meet all the other 
conditions. and do better yet. 
AT IT FOR TWENTY YEARS. 
Such confidence wouldn't amount to 
much—for aeronauts are proverbially 
confident—if it were not that Dr. Bar- 
ton has been at work on airships for 
twenty years, and has not, so far as 
known, made any promises before. The 
new vessel is 180 feet long, with a 
cigar-shaped balloon i feet in diam- 
eter in the largest part.

When he took his successful 
model to the War Office in 1898 and 
pointed out to them what a fine thing 
it would be to have a vessel that 
could reconnoiter the enemy far above 
harm's reach and could drop down 
bombs where they would do the most 
good, he got a cold reception, and he 
might have been knocking yet at the 
door in Pall Mall if the French govern- 
ment had not received reports of his 
success and made him an offer for his 
invention. Being patriotic, the doctor 
decitined. Perhaps he had a shrewd 
idea that the activity of the French 
government would lead his own War 
Office to listen to him.

SIR HIRAM MAXIM SKEPTICAL. 

It is doubtful if there is any one in 
England more interested in the sub- 
ject of “the navigation of the air,’ nor 
more competent to discutt it than the 
American-born knight, Sir Hiram Max- 
im. The inventor of the Maxim gun 
und the pompom' has been studying 
this subject for years, and already has 
bullt two airships himself. Neither of 
them proved to be machines that the 
werld has been waiting for. but the re- 
sult of Sir Hiram’s experiments with 
them rather encouraged him, and he 
now is working qeietly on a third—re- 
garding which, however, he refuses to 
divulge any information. 

Sir Hiram made an offer the other 
day, upon which he enlarged in the 
interview which follows, to pay $250,000 
for the patent rights of a practical air- 
ship which could be used in war. Know- 
ing how closely he is watching develop- 
ments in this direction, I called upon 
the American invenior yesterday and 
asked hia views, which proved to be 
particularly interesting. 

Asked what he thought of Dr. Bar- 
ton’s chances of success with his air- 
ship, Sir Hiram said: 

“I make a point of never ridiculing 
the work of others, unless they are 
charlatans or mountebanks, whose ob- 
ject is to swindle the public, and cer- 
tainly Dr. Barton is neither the one 
nor the other, nor does he intend to 
swindle any one. He is working in the 
right direction: indeed, every man who 
attacks the problem is werking in the 
right direction. Dr. Barton seeks to 
make a machine which has the ad- 
vantages of both the balloon and the 
aeroplane. However, it would appear 
to me, from the experimental work 
which I have conducted, that these two 
svstems will not work together. For 
instance, an aeroplane, to be of any 
value, ought to travel through the air 
at a ‘yelocity of at least forty miles an 
hour, but unfortunately a balloon is 
torn to shreds at abeut halt that 
speed.”

“What do you consider the most 
promising of the airships or navigable 
bal'oons thet have recently been exe 
olted; that is to say, Santo-Dumont’s, 
r. Parton's, and recent French ones’? 
“At the present moment I agree al- 
together with Lord Kelvin. Nothing 
appears to be very promising. Com- 
mandant Renard has made some very 
successful and creditable experiments 
in France. On several occasions he has 
started out with a navigable balloon 
and has returne! to the point of de- 
parture. He is backed by the Fren 
government, and has uniimited means 
at his disposal, though it appears that 
he does not consider oli motors safe in 
the presence of a large quantity of in- 
flammable gas, so he has employed an 
electrical motor and accumuiators, as 
a motor for driving his balloon.

Shakespeare's “Antony and Cleopatra“ 
has never been a popular piece. In the 
comic spirit the idea may go. We can 
bear to see Mrs. Quickly whing her 
plate for love of Falstaff, but not An- 
tony running away from the battle of 
Actium for the love of Cleopatra. 

Let realism have its demonstration, 
comedy its criticism or bawdry its 
horse-laugh at the expense of the Bac- 
chic fire—if it must; but to atk us to 
subject our souls to its rulnous glam- 
or, to worship it, to defy it and to 
imply that it alone makes our life worth 
living, is nothing but folly gone mad 
erotically. The lot of the man who sees 
life truly and thinks about it romantic- 
ally is Despair.

A representative of an American 
company has purchased the wrecks of 
the Spanieh warships Almirante, 
Oquendo and Vizcaya, and they will 
be broken up and sent to Philadel- 
phia as scrap iron. The vessels will 
yield about thirty thousand tons, and 
overnment will receive $1 a ton. 
ina is said to be making arms at 
a great rate, all the Yang-tse arsenals 
being at work full time. At Hankow 
over two hundred workmen are em- 
ployed in making field guns, Mauser 
rifes and all kinds of ammunition, 
including smokeless powder, and at 
Shanghai an equal number are em- 
ployed in turning out a Hike product. 

The number of foreigners who go to 
London to enlist in the British army 
is greatly increasing. The idea that 
men are so urgently needed that the 
authorities are ready to accept all ap- 
plicants seems to be prevalent abroad. 
Many would-be adventurerg make 
their way there, hoping to be sent to 
South Africa, and most of them arrive 
penniless. 

According to en official return, eight 
vessels belonging to the navies of the 
world were lost during 1901. Great 
Britain lost the protected cruiser Sy- 
bille, the torpedo destroyers Viper 
and Cobra and the sailing cutter Ac- 
tive. Germany lost the cruiser Wacht, 
afid France the torpedo boat No. 123. 
Japan lost the gunboat Tschukus- 
chima and Colombia the 
schooner La Topa. 

The work performed at the British 
ordnance factories in 1900-1991 cost 
nearly $22,500,000, of which $12,500,000 
was for the army, 35,750,000 for the 
navy and the remainder for India. 
The chief items were $1,700,000 for 
cartridges, fuses and tubes, $2,500,000 
each for the items of armament, pro- 
jectiles and simall arms, $1,370,000 for 
gunpowder, gun cotton and cordite, 
and $1,250,000 each for the items of 
rifles and field artillery. 

The accounts of the British army 
clothing factory for the past financial 
year were issued recently. The value 
of the production continues to increase 
steadily, owing to the war, and is re- 
turned for the twelve months as £479.,- 
324, or an increase of nearly £100,000. 
Some of the items seem rather high, 
but all pale before the state coats of 
the guards.

LINE OF SANTA FE. 


PROBABLE REASON FOR EXTEN- 
SIONS IN ARIZONA. 
— — 
Lewer G-aées and Shorter Route Be- 
tween Los Angeles and Kansas City 


in View—Good Progress on EI Paso 
and Southwestern. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES) 

PHOENIX (Aris) May 16.—One of 
the latest speculations concerning rall- 
road development in the Southwest is 
whether it Is not probable that the 
projected extension of the Santa Fé, 
Prescott and Phoenix Railway from 
Phoenix eastward is in the direct in- 
terest of the main system of the 
Santa Fé company. The Prescott and 
Eastern, as the new road is called, 
will undoubtedly run to Benson, there 
to make connection with the El Paso 
and Southwestern, and thence secure 
a new opening eastward by way of El 
Paso. The latest conjecture, however, 
concerns the possibility of an exten- 
sion of that part of the Santa Fé 
line that now-ends at Roswell, N. M., 
further southwest, to a junction with 
the present main line of the Santa Fé 
somewhere near Rincon, N. M. From 
a point near Rincon, a few years ago 
Maj, G. W. Vaughn, for the Sania 


as far westward as Phoenix, crossing 
the Silver City branch of the Santa 
Fé at Whitewater, and thence down 
the Gila Filver as far as Florence, 
crossing the plain, and connecting with 
the Santa Fé, Preseott and Phoenix 
road at this place.

tween Cadiz and Victor. This route 
would be considerably shorter from 
Kansas City to Los Angeles than the 
present main line of the road, and in 
addition would secure very much 
lower grades. 

It is now expected that the Kl Paso 
and Southwestern will be completed 
out of El Paso by September 1, and 
that regular traffic will be put into 
effect on the road within a couple of 
weeks thererfter. Every effort is 
being made for the compietion of this 
section of the line, and little or no 
work is expected on the western end 
until the main line has been put in 
good conditiom At the present 
a mixed train is being run daily be- 
tween Bisbee and Deming. Surveying 
is active, however, on the western end, 


be the construction of the eight-mile 
spur from Fairban to Tombstone. 
Yard facilities have been provided at 
Tombstone, and the survey is com- 
plete to the works of the Tombstone 
Consolidated Mines Company. As soon 
as the El Paso end is complete, a 
large number of the graders are to be 
put at work on the Douglas-Naco line, 
designed to handle the Cananea busi- 
ness, avoiding the heavy grade that 
now must be surmounted around by 
Naco Junction and Don Luis. 
Though the rumor that the Southern 
Pacific has bought the broad-gauge 
from the Greene Consolidated Com- 
pany. has be emphatically denied by 
offic'als of the mining company, some 
agreement appears to have been en- 
tered into between the two roads, for 
at least the carrying of freicht. The 


Southern Pacifi©e has made very ma- 
terial reductions on its freight charges, 
to meet. the combined Santa Fe and 
El! Paso and Southwestern rates. 

Substantial progress appears to have 
been made in the work of placing the 
bonds of the Mexican Southern, the 
road designed to fun south from Tuc- 
gon into the mining districts of Sonora 
and, eventually, to tidewater on the 
Gulf of California. Col. Bridges, 
chief engineer and main promoter.

CUBA AND ITS FUTURE. 
LSEWHERE in this magazine is published a letter 
from our correspondent in Havana, in which he 
gives an indication of the prevailing opinion in 
Cuba as to the probable future of that island. A high 
official is quoted as predicting that ultimately the island 
will be annexed to the United States; and this seems 
to be the consensus of the most intelligent opinion in 
the incipient republic. Mr. Haskin, the correspondent, 
notes that the natives generally base their hopes of the 
future upon the supporting strength of this country. 
They are apparently anxious to try the experiment of 
self-government, but generally manifest little faith in. 
the success of the experiment. They undoubtedly feel, 
however, that they are safe in making the experiment 
for the reason that they will have, while doing so, the 
powerful protection of the United States, not only 
against foreign nations, but against themselves. Im- 
pressed by the fact that, at a time when the relations 
between them and us were much less intimate than at 
present, we rescued them from oppression, and that we 
have proved that our motives were beneficent and not 
mercenary by preparing for them conditions favorable 
to self-government and then turning the government 
over to them, they have abundant confidence that we 
will not in the future permit them to suffer seriously 
from foes internal or external. 0 

There is something bordering on the pathetic in the 
words of a Cuban—quoted by our correspondent—when 
he said, pointing to a United States battleship, “That 
ship will do our fighting for us, and of the Cuban 
woman who said, referring to the Americans, “If it 
were not for the knowledge that they will be near, and 
will surely return, we would feel very sorrowful on ac- 
count of their departure. 

This feeling of security effected by the presence of a 
big brother, as it were, dught to contribute materially 
to the success of the experiment in self-government. 
It will minimize distracting apprehension in regard to 
the island's international relations and give oppor- 
tunity for the concentration of the energies of the new 
government upon internal affairs. At the same time it 
will stimulate good behavior on the part of the lovers 
of independence, for they will know that the perpetuity 
of their independence will depend on the maintenance 
of the conditions of civilized and enlightened govern- 
ment. 

The object lesson ‘n the essentials of economic and 
civic progress given the people of the 
island under the administration of Gen. Wood 
should also be a potent factor in promoting 
the success of the new government. It is doubtful 
whether such a sanitary revolution as Gen. Wood has 
effected in Havana has ever, in the world’s history, 
been accomplished in so relatively brief a period. Then, 
too, the new government will have from the beginning 
the advantage of the great public improvements that 
have been made under American direction. These have 
been so far perfected that the outlay for such improve- 
ments need not be large for many years to come. And 
last, but not least, a school system bas been established 
and an appreciation of education has been instilled

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Mexico, the Cubans might be led past the crisis into a 
stable government, even if the masses of them should 
prove to be lacking in the essentials of self-government, 
but there is scarcely reason to hope for such a man. 
Certainly bis advent cannot be counted upon as a fac- 
tor in prognosticating the future of the island republic, 
and the solution of the problem must therefore rest 
with the people themselves. 0

periment, the people of the United States will have the 
gratifying consciousness of having performed a duty

Siam's New Railroads. 


“How about your new railroads” | asked. 

“They have opened up many parts which until now 
have been comparatively inaccessible,” said Mr. Loftus. 
“The railroad from Bangkok to Korat has been com- 
pleted and it is doing a good business. This road began 
its construction in 1892, when His Majesty the King dug 
the first spadeful of earth. He used a spade made of 
silver and ivory and put the earth into a wheelbarrow of 
ebony and silver. The spade was of a New England 
pattern, and the wheelbarrow was of American flesign. 
At the same time the Crown Prince took the wheelbar- 


on the Menn River, and altogether we are gradually 
becoming a railroad country.” 

“Where does Siam get its railroad matcrials?” 

“So far most of them have come from England,” was 
the reply. “There is no reason why the United States 
should not supply its share. Qur country is such that 
we need many bridges and you Americans are now do ng 
much in furnishing bridges for the world. I see no 
reason why you should not compete as to our locomo- 
tives and other rolling stock and in even taking cor 
tracts for the construction of the roads.” 


Bangkok and Its Electric Cars. 


“Do you use much electricity in 81 fil 

“We have twenty-eight electric plants ja Bangkok 
alone. We have one incandescent electric light plant 
which furnishes 17,000 lights. It originally belonged to 
the English Brush Company and is used for lighting the 
King’s palace and for the use of the public. It was one 
time operated by an American enginecr named Benactt, 


row and wheeled it about twenty-five yards along the 
line of the road and dumped out the earth. This was to 
show that the King and the court were thoroughly in- 
terested in the undertaking.” 

“Tell me something about Korat, the terminus of the 
road,” said I. 

-“Korat is a big city surrounded by rich plains. It is 
a great center of trade. It lies 165 miles from Bangkok 
and in the past about two weeks have been required for 
the trip between the two places. By the railroad it is 
made in ten hours. They are now extending the rall- 
road on to the north and it will eventually conect with 
Chiengmai, the great center ef trade of Northern Siam. 
From there a line will eventually connect it with the 
Burmese railroads now being built toward China. I 


“Another railroad is to be built from Bangkok west- 
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and an American syndicate, but was later on sold to a 
Danish company, which now manages it. The most of 
its supplies were purchased from Europe, but some from 
America. 

“The Danish company now owns the electric railroads, 
It has a tramway seven and one-half miles long in 
operation and a track of three and a half miles more 
is under construction. It advertises that it will sup- 
ply electric power throughout the city and it expects 
to run a line of automobiles in connection with its street 
ears. In addition to this there are private plants the 
equipment of which is largely American. You can now 
reach almost any part of the city or suburbs by street 


Bangkok and Its Floating Houses. 


“Give me some idea of Bangkok, Mr. Loftus, Our 
people think the town is made up of houses floating on 
the water.” 

“That is so only to a limited extent,” was the reply. 
“The city lies on the Menam River, extending for miles 
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small part of Bangkok. The city has a mil'ion people. 
It has many magnificent homes and fine public build- 
ings. The palaces of the King are of great extent and 
in many respects are as fine ag the great buildings of 
Europe, 

“The city i¢ a beautiful one. It is cut up by canals, 
and about thirty-five years ago these canals were the 
streets. All traffic was carried on in boats, and boats 
took the place of wagons and There are 
still about seventy-five miles of canals in Bangkok, but 
bridges have been built over them, paved streets have 
been laid, and you can now drive almost anywhere in a 
carriage. Ten years ago there were only about nine 
miles of paved streets. Now there are over fifty miles, 
and new streets are being opened up every year. The 
American bridge makers might do a good business in sup- 
plying the bridges. The old ones of iron and wood are 
being replaced by modern ones of iron and steel. The 
King himself builds one street bridge every year out of 
his private funds as a gift to the city. This bridge is 
open to the public, with special ceremonies, on his 
birthday. At present the most of our bridge building 
materials come from England.” 


A Waterworks Contract. 


“I see that our Consul-General, Hamilton King. says 
that Bangkok is unhealthy from lack of waterworks.” 

“That matter is being remedied,” replied Mr. Loftus. 
“The government is now investigating the subject, and 
within a short time we will have a new waterworks 
and sewerage system. I don't know where the supplies 
will come from. It takes an enormous amount of pipe 
for a city so scattered as Bangkok, and whether we shall 
import it or make it ourselves is a question. Our peo- 
ple are skillful in handling clay, and it may be that 
the pipes will be of pottery, or we may establish foun- 
Aries to make them. We are trying to develop the coun- 
try in every way, and can afford to spend more if there- 
by we can found a home industry. 


Siam’s New Canal System. : 


“We are improving our country greatly by digging 
canals and by opening up irrigated lands. It seems 
strange to speak of irrigation in a land as well watered 
as Siam, but there are large tracts that have been brought 
under cultivation in this way.

— canal companies which have received 
Jarge concessions of land. The Siam Canal and Irriga- 
tion Company is one which bas been working for years, 
and which has brought much waste land under cultiva- 
tion. The territory which it has was swamp and jungle 
ten years ago, but it is now settled by over seventy 
thousand people. These companies get their revenues 
from the sales of the land bordering on their canals. 
The price is limited to $2.75, gold, per acre, and at this 
price they can pay good dividends. There are still vast 
tracts of waste lands which need opening up. The situa- 
tion is being carefully studied, and expert engineers will 
make plans by which these lands can be developed and 
brought urder cultivation.” 

: No Debts and Money to Burn. * 

6 “Buch public improvements will need a vast deal of 
money, will they not? I suppose Siam has a large pub- 
lic debt already?” 

“It has no debt whatever,” replied the Siamese secre- 
tary. “It has, on the contrary, a cash surplus of about 
25,000,000 ficals, including $1,000,000 which was lately 
invested in British consols. Our government is one of 
the few in the world which are not in debt. The rev- 
enues more than meet the expenses, and the country is 
increasing its riches from year to Fear.“ 

“Where does the revenue come from?” 

“From the usual taxes and licenses,” replied Mr. 
Loftus. “We have our internal revenue taxes, a cap- 
itation tax and a very low customs tax. We charge only 
3 per cent. on imports, so you will see that Siam is prac- 
tically a free trade country, and your people can ship 
there with as little restrictions as to any part of the 
world. The tax fixed by the foreign powers for China 
is higher, and in Japan and other eastern countries it is 
many times as great. Our people welcome imports, and 
they will welcome American travelers. Instead of fight- 

‘ing your way from place to place through a riotous pop- 
ulation, as in China, come to us and you will be courte- 
ously received and made at home.” |

“How about our missionaries?” said 1. “Your country 
is a Buddhist country.

One of these does actual duty, the other being reserved 
to serve as alternate, in case of misadventure. In fact, 
every clock in the government time factory has its 
deputy. These standard clocks are mounted upon heavy 
stone piers free from the floor and imbedded deep in the 
ground. They are mounted thus to prevent com munica- 
tion of vibration from the observatory. Lest the merest 
change of temperature in the surrounding rooms might 
disturb these clocks’ pendulums by the imperceptible 
expansion or contraction of these piers, the latter are 
covered with cotton battinz—a non-conductor cf heat. 

The standard clock in use is always theoretically cor- 
rect. Its error, by the sidereal clock, is always known. 
To detect this error, it and the sidereai clock are both 
connected in circuit with the chronograph—which is the 
scientific name for the queer instrument which marks 
seconds with a fountain pen. 

The Transmitting Clock. 

Opposite the standard ciock stands, with a deputy 
beside it, what is known as the transmitting clock. Com- 
mander Hayden cares not a jot whether this is teiling 
the truth twenty-three and a half hours out of the day. 
During the remaining half hour its veracity is striven 
for as truth and precision were never sought before. 

At 11:30 a.m. daily this transmitting clock is corrected

within two-thousandths of a second. From then until 
noon, by ald of the chronograph, its beats are watched 
and if they do not prove up to the standard, they are 
accclerated or retarded by gentle jolts of its pendulum. 
The transmitting clock has connections with six sys- 
tems of wires, amounting in length to nearly 50,000 
miles. Two are with the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, one with the Postal Telegraph Company, an- 
other with the government departments, another with 
time bells in various cities, and the sixth with the offices 
of the observatory building. Through these wires it 
automaticaliy, at eastern time noon, each day, sends the 
throb which corrects all of the millions of clucks and 
watches east of the Rockies. : 
Daily, at three and a quarter minutes before 12, the 
telegraph companies shut off all business and Com- 
mander Hayden takes his stand before a switchboard 
adjacent to the transmitting clock. He moves a lever 
which connects the big clock’s circuit with the com- 
panies’ wires and from then until noon not even a dis- 
patch announcing the death of a President of the United 
States could command the right of way. Time balis in 
the eastern cities were all previously raised by a signal 
sent out at five minutes before noon. The time room 
is just now the busiest place connected with Uncle Sam's 
great government system. At one minute before noon 
a bell upon the switchboard cOmmences to beat each 
second recorded by the transmitting clock. It does thus 
until within ten seconds of the eagerly-awaited noon- 
tide. Then there is a ecilent pause during which a grain 
of sand could be heard to drop upon the time room's 
floor. The seconds are minutes to the impatient on- 
lookers. Finally a spark flashes from the switchboard 
and two belis in unison utter a sharp, abrupt alarm. 
The throb has been felt by the thousands of operators 
scattered over the telegraph lines. The eastern time 
balis have been dropped and thousands of clocks, in of- 
fices, railway stations and private houses have been 
electrically corrected. The electric impulse, traveling at 
the rate of 180,000 miles a second, is practically in- 
stantaneous. In Southwestern Texas, the furt et point 
on the line receives the signal, possibly one-tenth of a 
second late as a result of the many relays en route. j

Uncle Sam is now putting to rights in a vault be 
neath an annex of his odservatory building what his 
astronomers believe will be the most accurate clock sys 
tem in the world. This vault is built of brick and con- 
crete walls three feet thick, with air spaces bet ween 
and is roofed over with a layer of asbestos about ten 
inches deep. Inside, upon three deeply-laid stone piers 
stand as many airtight cases, each containing a clock. 
The temperature in this vault is kept constantly at 77 
deg. Fahr. When it varies the slightest fraction of = 
degree above or below this figure, a thermometer auto- 
matically regulates flues which admit sufficient cool, or 
warm air, to compensate for the discrepancy. More 
over, the air inside each clock case is kept at a constant 
barometric pressure of twenty-eight inches. All of these 
pains are resorted to for the reason that in even a per- 
fectiy-constructed clock errors would be caused by cx- 
pansion and contraction of the pendulum by inconstant 
temperature and that change of pressure would alter 
the resistance of the air through which the pendulum 
beats. The ticks of these three clocks may all be lis- 
tened to at once through a telephone receiver. Prac- 
tice has given the astronomers such extreme precision 
in the use of this instrument that they can detect errors 
in pendulum beats down to thousandths of seconds. 


Will Give the National Time. 


While this new clock vault was constructed primarily 
for the use of the government's astronomers in their 
delicate observations, it is very probable that it will 
eventually transmit the national time. 

No small part of the work done at the government's 
time factory is the manufacture of correct time for our 
naval vessels. The navy owns 525 carefully-regulated 
clocks, known as chronometers. New instruments of this 
class are being bought from time to time and those in 
the service are sent back to the makers every four years 
to be cleaned. As soon as a chronometer which hay 
just been bought or newly cleaned, leaves the manu- 
facturer, it goes first to the time room at the Naval

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PHOTOGRAPH OF CHRIST, 


REMARKABLE DISCOVERY DISCUSSED AT PARIS 
ACADEMY OF SCIENCE. 


{Paris Correspondence Lendon Leader:] About two 
months I wrote of the extraordinary discovery of what 
was believed to be the photograph of Christ, imprinted 
on the holy winding sheet which is kept at Turin ca- 
thedral. The discovery was actidentally made by «@ 
photographer who took a very successful photograph of 
the winding sheet when it was last exhibited at Turin, 
and wpon the negative was clearly marked a double 
image of a man, the back view and front view, the two 
images joining at the head. 

Dr. Vignon of the Sorbonne, has been examining these 
photographs and also making investigations in search 
of the means by which the images could have originally 
been imprinted off the sheet. 

According to his statements made at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the Academy of Science there is little reason to 
suspect any fraud. The history of the winding sheet 
itself can be traced back to 1353, before which time 
there is a lacuna in the records of nearly 150 years, 
when one comes to the date 1205, at which a relic con- 
tinually venerated for eleven centuries as the winding 
sheet of Christ disappeared from Constantinople. 

M. Vignon then remarked that the images on the 
sheet bore every accessory detail demanded by the his- 
tory of the crucifixion. The crown of thorns, the five 
wounds, and lastly the marks of the flagellation sho-- 
ing where the lumps of lead were attached to the lashes 
of the Roman whip, are all clearly marked. . 

Finally came the experiments in the process by which 
the images were imprinted on the sheet, and M. Vignon 
ascertained that if linen were treated with oll and aloes 
which were used in burials at the time of the Cruci- 
fixion—and exposed to the ammoniacal vapors which are 
tne natural consequence of a death after great suffering, 
the linen is turned brown whenever the vapora touch it.

Prohibited Food and Drink. 


The position of affairs in Turkey is very different, 
for there the Sultan exercises absolute sway over his 
subjects, who would not dare breathe a wörd against 
His Sacred Majesty. He is not only their sovereign, 
he is their Caliph and religious guide as well, and the 
priests whom he specially dislikes are kept by him 
within proper bounds. Hig palace, though its walls are 
not covered with emeralds and rubies as is Moham- 
med's tomb, is jealously guarded by 13,000 picked troops, 
and the days of Harunu'r-Rashid can be realized by a 
visit to his court. From what | have said of the power 
of the Persian clergy you will understard that the 
priests require their pilgrims to adhere strictly to the 
letter of the laws appertaining to the prohibition and 
recommendation of certain articles of food. They must 
reckon as prohibited and, therefore impure, twelve 
things, among which may be counted pork, underdone 
meat, the blood of animals and wines. The prohibition 
of wine is so strict that if one were to mix a few drops 
of it with the paste of henna used for dyeing the hair the 
dye would be rendered impure; or, again, if one were 
to pour a bottle of wine down a well ten yards deep 
and fill the well up with soil and sow melons above it, 
the melons would not be lawfully pure and should not 
be eaten. Though a digression, it will not be out of 
place to mention here that the wine, whereof Omar 
Khayyam and the Supfis in general sing, is really the 
juice of the grape and not the interpretation put on it 
by certain commentators. For the effect produced on 
the brain by the unaccustomed drink is in itself some- 
thing of a mystery, as it were, a divine afflatus, more 
particularly is it so regarded by a people of so temper- 
ate a habit as-are the Persians. Some of the higher 
classes, no doubt, drink hard, and even drink to get 
drunk, but on the whole the Mohammedans. and espec- 
ially the Persians, are, in comparison with the majority 
of European peoples, extremely sober, bearing their 
griefs without seeking the consolation of the bottle. 

the punishment for drinking has contributed 
to the soberness of the Persian race. For the first of- 
fense the drinker, if discovered, receives eighty strokes 
of the whip, the number being increased until, on the 
fourth offense, he is put to death. Of all fmtoxicating 
liquors champagne is held to be the most offensive, and 
hence the penalty is 160 strokes, according to law, as 
against eighty strokes for drinking other wines.

The prayers most readily answered are the prayers raid 
in Mecca. Thus when a pilgrim sets out on his jour- 
ney he is requested by his friends to pray for them at 
the House of God. The name of the person for whom. 
one prays must be uttered, otherwise the prayer will 
have no effect. Every pilgrim must take with him a 
rosary, a square piece of unbaked clay called mohré,“ 
and a copy of the Koran, for a passage of the Koran 
must be read after every prayer. A friend of mine, @ 
good Mohammedan, who came to see me off at Mar- 
seilles, said on parting, “Remember, this is my card, and 
don't forget bring me a piece of clay from the Holy 
Land and also a rosary for my hand.” 
The Pilgrim's Return. 
On his return home the pilgrim must allow himself 
to be kissed four times by every person he meets on his 
way from the gate of his native town to the threshold 
of his house. The kisses are given first on the right 
cheek, then on the left, and lastly on the mouth. The 
palms of his hands are alsd kissed, since they have 
touched the holy shrine of the House of God. Generally 
a herald of “chavoush” precedes the Hal in the streets 
crying out at the top of his voice, “Come, men! Here 
comes the pilgrim of the Blessed Caaba, the House of 
Allah. Come, one and all, and avail yourselves of this 
opportunity. Come and kiss his checks, and mouth, 
and hands, that you may be comforted and strength- 
ened.” A calf or a sheep is sacrificed both at the gate 
of the town and at the threshold of his house. In less 
than a minute after the sacrifice, the sheep is carried 
away in thousands of pieces, every single hair be'ng es- 
teemed a treasure, and the eyes kept as charms by 
women. The pilgrim on entering his house under a copy 
of the Korän, is said “to sit down” for a week, receiving 
visitors and relating to them his experiences, and how 
he prayed for them on such and such an oceasion. “I 
did not forget you, Seyyid Ali, on the Hä! Day. Just as 
I was ‘striking a leg’ (i. e., hopping, one of the special 
ceremonies) you came into my mind, and so I said a 
prayer for you. Ma-shallah, you must have been — 
my friend.” The guests then respond by exclaim — 
“Gheboul bashad! May the pilgrimage be accepted! 
A healthy man on pilgrimage to Mecca spends most of 
his days in fasting and in prayer, and the fasts are kept 
from the first appearance of light on the horizon (about 
an hour before actual daybreak) to the dusk of evening 
(about twenty minutes after actual sunset.) The fast 
begins and ends in prayer. Lying, smoking, and evil 
speaking break the fast, while the vices which prevent 
God from answering prayers are envy, vanity, back- 
‘biting, eating of the forbidden victuals, drinking, and 
disobedience to the husband; hence it is difficult to be- 
eve that the prayers of more than one Mohammedan 
out of every million are fruitful of good results.

During our tour of the famous church we were fol- 
lowed by the religieuses, who pointed out and explained 
to us the objects of interest.

SNUFF BOXES TO BE SOUVENIRS OF ¢ 
THE CORONATION. 2

T Is reported that the most costly souvenirs of the 

approaching coronation of King Edward VII will be 

in the form of jeweled snuff boxes, and that the 
fashionable London jewelers are working day and night 
to supply the orders that have come in from the no- 
bility and the devotees of fashion, who have an inkling 
of the fact, and are anxious to follow the King's lead. 
This will be the first coronation at which the snuff box 
figures officially since that of George IV. when the bill 
for snuff boxes presented to the prime ministers 
amounted to eight thousand pounds sterling. Edward's 
admiration for the Georges is well known, and perhaps 
he desires to reproduce in his reign the glories of the 
“gnuft period of English history,” which was marked 
by the immense development of Great Britain, the 
winning of the greatest battles on sea and land and the 
founding of the colonies. 

Now that royalty in the person of King Edward has 
set the seal of approval on the habit of snuff taking, 
the young men of the fashionable set in London are fol- 
lowing his example, and the pinch of snuff is becoming 
as essential to the fashionable idler’s existence as the 
gold-tipped cigarette and the brandy and soda at mid- 
Gay. The New York swell, not to be less in the swim 
than bis English friend, will, of course, soon adopt the 
habit, and it may be only a few months until the great 
American question will no longer be “What will you 
have?” but “Will you try a pinch of this? I think it's 
about the best I ever used.” The jewelers are already 
anticipating the demand for snuff boxes, and are ex- 
hibiting very handsome and expensive styles, as well 
ag those more suited to the purse of the man of less 
fastidious tastes.

us. And the gray-haired, gentle-voiced old lady, who 
would be horrified if she knew that her granddaughter 
secretly smoked cigarettes In the receeses of her college 
dormitory, will permit the dainty gold-lidded box that 
was presented to her sixty years ago on her wedding 
day to repose once more openly on the table beside her 
spectacies and work basket. 

It is interesting to note the steps by which snuffing 
rose to fashion: Given to King Charles of France by a 
leading diplomatist, Nicot (whence nicotine,) favored by 
a reputedly beautiful queen, Catherine de Medici; and 
adopted as a party sign by the orthodox, condemned by 
a King and anathematised by a pope, and finally thrown 
by a lucky capture within reach of the multitude when 
Sir George Rooke sacked St. Mary's and took back to 
England such thousands of bales and bags and barrels 
of it, that it was sold in the streets of Plymouth and 
Chatham by the wagonioad for fourpence per pound. 
Snuff from first to last has played an important part in 
the world’s history, and especially in that very interest- 
ing kind of history that has to do with kings and 
princes and courtiers, and wits and scholars, and poets 
and soldiers, and diplomats and State craft, and treas- 
onable plots. If one could unearth the historic and ro- 
mantic scenes in which the snuff box has figured, could 
trace how the history of nations has been altered by 
its opportune presentation in the council chamber or 
its sudden inspiration in the crisis of battle, could re 
new the repartee that passed above its lid, or revive the 
courtly graces that accompanied its formal appearance 
he would reconstruct almost in toto one of the 
world's most brilliant periods. 

A few glimpses have come down to us. There was the 
great historian, Gibbon, who took snuff moderately 
and who refers briefly to his mode of doing so: 1

Prince 
Eugene was so great a taker of snuff. that the Twicken-

| that he had all his pockets lined with leather and made 
without corners, so that they served as snuff pouches. 
Napoleon was another great snuff taker, or rather a 
snuff waster, for it is doubtful if ome per cent. over 
reached his nose. Even great generals in our day have 
becn also great takers of snuff. Von Moitke, during 
the three weeks’ siege ending with the battle of Sedan, 
is said to have used a pound of snuff, which was paid 
for out of the official funds. 

Talleyrand’s idea was that all diplomatists should 
take snuff, owing to its giving time to think before 
giving an answer, and hiding the mouth and face as 
the pinch was taken. “A telltale feature is the mouth,” 
he says, “the most difficult feature to keep under con- 
trol.” No interview between ministers of State was 
considered properly begun half a century ago unless 
the snuff box was first opened, and the dignitaries with 


of its fragrant contents. It is Gibbon, again, who tells 
of the lawyer, 

“So grave when he opens his case, 

In obscurity finds it is hid, 
Till the bright glow of knowledge illumines his face 
And he gives three taps on the lid.” 

Even in duelung the seconds thought it as much 
their duty to provide the snuff box from which they 
and their principals took a pinch to steady their nerves 
as to furnish the weapons for the conflict. “Even the 
beau,” says the Spectator, “who went a-courting be- 
thought himself of the snuff box, which he dangied 
continually while pressing his suit on the fair maid 
who was herself not averse to taking a pinch while 
making her up her mind. 

Snuff has even aided in the capture of fugitives, as 
in the case of Cathineau, who openly espoused the 
royalist cause and for whose arrest orders had come 
from Paris. The revolutionary officers went to the 
chateau at Beaupreau, but found that the accused had 
disappeared. That he had gotten away was impossible, 
but the troops watched the chateau for three days with- 
out result. Suddenly an officer, who was walking about 
the grounds, asked a peasant who was following him 
about if he could give him a pinch of snuff. 

“I do not take snuff,” said the man. 

“Then who does?” asked the officer, pointing to some 
that was sprinkled on the ground.

in a single small section of the United States. One obscure 
American manufacturer handling this tobacco claims to 
have supplied perique snuff to two popes, to Louis Na- 
poleon of France, to the Sultan of Turkey, and to any 
number of European dignitaries of chureh 
and state. Perique tobacco 
ers and users of 
simply as flavoring,) is a peculiar type of the 
weed. The numberless unsuccessful endeavors to pro- 
duce Havana toabceco elsewhere than in Cuba are com- 
mon knowledge, but perique tobacco is even more exclu- 
sive and perverse. The planters of two parishes in the 
State of Louisiana have a monopoly of supplying the 
world with perique, and it is commonly believed that 
it cannot be. produced in any soil other than that of 
these two parishes. The world’s whole stock of this to- 
bacco is said to be only about 100,000 pounds a year, so if 
the Louisiana planters look well to their opportunities 
the exclusive devotee of snuff may be certain that his 
daintily-perfumed perique will never regale the noses 
of the common herd. 

The revival of snuffing has developed in America, as 
well as in England, a demand for those antique snuff 
boxes which were so highly prized a generation ago, and 
the shops and stores are being searched for them. Per- 
haps the bandsomest one to be seen in the country is 
now on exhibition at Tiffany's, New York, presented 
by the German Emperqr to Rear-Admiral Kirkland. 
when representing the United States at the opening of 
the great Kiel canal, and supposed to have cost $5000. 
The box is of large size, and of géld worked into a beau- 
tiful and very intricate design, with a miniature of the 
Emperor on the cover, surrounded by a frame com- 
posed of twenty-nine diamonds, and on each side of this 
circle of gems are three larger diamonds. 

In the National Museum at Washington are to be 

seen two snuff boxes, one a very handsome box made 
from horn, with the cover appropriately ornamented by 
a Scotch sapphire and bearing .the inscription, “Pre- 
sented to Gen. U. 8. Grant by his friend, Peter Gibson, 
as a token of his high esteem for him.” Another of 
simpler workmanship was owned by the Jones family 
of “Clean Drinking Water Manor” during colonial 
times. 
There is hardly an old mandr house in Maryland. or 
a colonial mansion on the banks of the James, in Vir- 
ginia, that does not have among its souvenirs of ante- 
bellum days a snuff box of more or less handsome de- 
sign, and these may become doubly valuable now since 
the present generation is to ornament its conversation 
and grace its deliberations with an occasional pinch of

HEAD HUNTING. 


GREWSOME STORY OF THE RECENT DYAK RAID 
IN BORNEO. 


[Borneo Correspondence London Leader:] The dread- 
ful custom among the Dyak natives of Borneo of hunt- 
ing for the heads of fellow creatures, has unhappily, 
not yet, been quite stamped out. : 

There is unfortunately strong reason to believe in a 
story current among the sea Dyaks dwelling along the 
banks of the Batang Eupar River, in Sarawak (the dis- 
trict of Borneo ruled over by Rajah Brooke,) that the 
town of Lobo Antu, near the source of the stream, and 
hardly twenty miles distant from the frontier lines of 
Dutch Borneo, has been invaded and raided by a force 
of land Dyak tribes from that country, and about 
twenty or thirty of the peaceful inhabitants ruthlessly 
murdered. 

What lends color to the grewsome story is the fact 
that, although preparations are being hurriedly made 
in Kuching, the capital of Sarawak, for a strong expe- 
ditionary force to be sent into the interior, great secrecy 


as to its purpose and destination is maintained by the 


official autt_rities. 

The custom of head hunting is as old as the hills 
among the Dyaks, and is similar to the scalp hunting 
of the Indians. The belief among the Dyaks is that 
every head captured in one of these inhuman raids, 
after it has undergone a process of cleansing and ritual 
at the hands of the medicine men, becomes a martial 
spirit for the individual and tribe to whom it has un- 
luckily fallen a victim. Great jealousy exists among 
the tribes with regard to the numbers each can muster 
for war, and if any tribe is in this respect inferior, it at 
once sallies forth to remedy the defect in this grewsome 
manner. 

Individual head hunting exists also, the heads gained 
by these individual sportsmen becoming for the most 
part votive offerings at the shrines of love. It is no 
uncommon thing for a young Dyak to refuse to enter- 
tain proposals from her lovers till a certain number of 
these horrible trophies can be laid at her feet. 

In spite of the most stringent police regulations, this 
fearful custom still exists, but it speaks well for the 
administrative powers of Rajah C. Brooke, that in 
Sarawak itself head hunting seldom occurs, and if tt 
does, as in the case of the last dreadful incident, the 
delinquents come usually from the dominions outside 
his jurisdiction.

Appomattox Inkstand. 
State retics of the Civ!ll War in 


possession of the State of Colorado is the inkstand 
used at Appomattox, Va, on April 9, 1895, on the 
occasion of Lec’s surrender to Grant. 

In fact, it is claimed to be the identical inkwell from 
which the ink was taken by the pen that signed the 
articles of surrender. Though the article has been in 
this State for more than twenty-five years it appears 
that the fact has only recently been discovered by Civil 
War relic hunters. Many efforts have been made to get 
possession of it, and one offer of $1000 was made by a 
Philadelphia man to Cecil A. Deane, curator of the war 
museum at the Capitol, if he would use his influence 
to have the State part with the inkstand. 


Col. Deane, however, refuses to listen to any propo- 
sions looking to its removal from the Capitol. The 
inkstand was presented to Col. Deane in 1874 by Joun 
L. Stieridan, receiver of the Land Office at Fairplay. 
Col. Sheridan was a brother of the 
Sheridan, who brought it M 

* ‘home, at Somerset, Ohio, just after the close of the war. 
McLean house, at Appomattox, is where the articles of 
capitulation were drawn up and signed. This old south- 
ern mansion is still standing.

Deane wrote to Gen. Sheridan in regard to the matter, 
and received the following reply: 

“In answer to your letter of March 24, in regard to 
an inkstand now in your possession, I have to say that 
1 took the inkstand used by Gens. Grant and Lee when 
the articles of surrender were signed at Appomattox 
from McLean house and carried it with me to my own 
home in Ohio, where I left it. Whether the inkstand 
you refer to is the one taken by me from McLean house 
I am unable to say.” 

‘The inkstand is made of gutta percha, is two inches 
in diameter and one and a half inches high. On tts 
side is a large lump or blister, and it was this mark 
by which Gen. Sheridan identified it as the original 
from McLean house. Gen. Sheridan came to Denver 
a year after he wrote to Col. Deane to select the site 
of Fort Logan. While here he was shown the inkstand, 
and in the presence of Col. Deane and Col. George Ady 
he pronounced it the same one he had used while he 
was a cadet at West Point and during bis subsequent 
military career to the close of the Civil War. 

When Gens. Grant and Lee asked for ink on April 9, 
1865, Gen. Sheridan drew forth the same inkwell, ang 
the heads of the Union and Confederate forces dipped 
their pens into it and then attached their signatures to 
the document that ended the great strife between North 
and South. “That is the identical inkstand from which 
Grant and Lee got their ink on April 9, 1865," Gen. 
Sheridan exclaimed to Gens. Deane and Ady. “I can 
tell you how I know it is the one,” he continued. 

Pointing to the blister or barnacie on the side of the 
inkstand, Gen. Sheridan told his auditors that one 
evening while he was stationed at Vancouver barracks, 
in 1867, he was writing a letter on an improvised table 
‘made of a cracker box. He had his gutta percha ink 
well near by, and a tallow candle was used for light. 
The candle was standing close to the inkstand and the 
gutta percha was scorched, causing the formation of a 
blister, which has remained there to this day.—[Denver

MONG the visitors in Dallas during the reunion 

was Lieut.-Col. John L. Clem, deputy quartermaster 
general, U.S.A., now stationed at San Antonio, Tex. 
He was the guest of Capt. J. H. Dougherty of St. Louis, 
Mo., a Confederate veteran. 

Col. Clem is the youngest and perhaps the bravest 
Soldier who served on the Union side during the Civil 
War. He feared nothing and earned marked distinction 
in all the battles in which he served, but principally so 
at Shiloh and Chickamauga. 

In 1861, when only 9 years old, he strove for admls- 
gion to the Third Ohio Regiment, but was rejected on 
account of his youth. While the regiment was on its 
way to the front he installed himself on the train and 
when it arrived in Cincinnati tendered his services to 
the Twenty-third Michigan, in which he was enrolled 
as a drummer boy. Many were his experiences in the 
battlefield. His drum was smashed by a shell at Pitts- 
burgh Landing, and at Shiloh, when the Union forces 

were wavering, he beat the long roll in front of the 
enemy, rallying the Union army. 

At Chickamauga when the Union troops had fallen 
back, leaving a brigade behind to guard the position, 
his regiment was among those composing that brigade. 
They were surrounded by Confederates and a colonel! 
in gray uniform and on horseback dashed forward and 
commanded the little fellow to surrender. For answer 
Johnny seized a musket from a fallen comrade and shot 
the colonel from his horse. For this act he was pro- 
moted to the rank of sergeant by Gen. Thomas. The 
drummer boy thought he deserved better and, turning 
to the general, inquired: “Is that all you are going 
to do for me?” :

The Telephone in the Fruit Trade. 


The next port where the cargo is to be made up will 
probably be Annotta Bay or St. Anns. All along the 
shore of the island the fruit shippers have run their 
’ telephone wires, and they can keep track with accuracy 
of all the bunches of bananas ready for shipment. The 
itinerary usually covers six or seven places, and the 
number of bunches is marked for each town. The ship 
which can carry from 25,000 to 30,000 bunches will find 
her cargo all laid out for her, unless some accident hap- 
pens. Then the surplus fruit which must go North is 

: crowded into cars and pushed for the port of clearance, 

where it will find its way into her hold in time for her 
to get to sea on schedule. 

Bananas are measured in bunches and the bunches 
' measured in “hands.” For instance, a bunch of nine or 
ten hands of bananas will have nine or ten projections 
of fruit averaging a dozen or more, alternating down the 
opposite side of the main stem, making a total of more 
than a hundred bananas on the stem. The smaller 
bunches have sometimes as few as six hands, or sixty 
bananas, on the bunch, and will, consequently, sell for 

less than the bunch of ten hands. A cargo will average 
about $1 a bunch. 

All tropical towns are somewhat similar in aspect, but 
these fruit ports are especially interesting. The huis, 
or houses, with their thatched roofs and dusky inhab- 
itants, are very picturesque, but not clean. The women 
are seen about the yards washing clothes or doing other 
chores, sometimes even breaking stone for the roads, 
sitting complacently with pipe in mouth and stone and 

| hammer before them, while the pile of rock between 
their slowly dwindles in size under their easy strokes. 
The men do very little, indeed, and it is against the 
religion and practice of the Jamaica women to marry 
for this reason. When married, the English law makes 
their property available to their husbands, who, con- 
sequently, will not do any work while it lasts. Un- 
married, they are their own masters, and if the lover 
who is the father of many children does not attend to 
business, he will find his place usurped by some more 
willing buck aid will have to look elsewhere for a 
home.

the Jamaica plantations it is hard to see. The popula- 
tion, however, is numerous and prolific and might sup- 
ply many thousand men. The Jamaican negro is large, 
strong and finely built, and, what is even more necessary 
for the purpose, is peculiarly immune to the tropical 
fevers of the isthmus. Coolies, South American negroes, 
whites, negroes from the States, all were tried in 
Panama, but the fever proved deadly to them. The 
Jamaican, however, imported by the tens of thousands, 
proved able to withstand the exposure, and showed 4. 
low death rate that was remarkable. The only. quality 
he is said not to have is physical staying power. This 
sounds strange with his great size and strength and 

climatic endurance. Statistics on this quality are lack- 
ing, and it may be that the lack of physical endurance 
is more a thing of choice, the natural quality developed 

in a mind prone to sloth.

With such an abundance of fruit it is strange that 
bananas are almost the sole exportation. Oranges sell 
for a shilling a barrel for poor ones and $1 a barrel 
for good ones, yet very few are shipped in comparison 
with the bananas; the breadfruit is seldom, if ever, ex- 
ported, and grape fruit that sells for tuppence for the 
choice and a penny for the general run, finds its way 
to the States only in small quantities. This is strange 
when one remembers that a quarter of a dollar is the 
usual winter price for a prime grape fruit in New York, 
and there is no loss in transportation. Grape fruit is a 
fad for the civilized, and the native will seldom touch it

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UNCLE SAM RAISING SPONGES. 

The United States is engaged in experimenis intended 
to foster and develop the sponge-growing industry in 
this country. 

The only sponge State in America is Florida, off the 
coast of which lie the great sponge banks. Of late they 
have not been yielding the quantity desired, so the 
United States Fish Commission has set out to plant 
sponges in Florida Keys. 

As yet their efforts have not been rewarded with any 
great degree of sucéess. The sponges which they plant 
refuse for some reason to grow, but the scientists in the 
government's employ will not give up.

A CURIOUS FESTIVAL. 


STRANGE CEREMONIES ON THE ISLAND 
- OF TINOS, IN THE AEGEAN. 


Corres f ondence of London Post, 


INOS, April 9.—Of all the curious sights that may 

still be seen in the remoter parts of the near Hast 
| nothing can surpass the extraordinary festival of 
the annunciation in the Island of Tinos, of which 1 
have just been a spectator. Tinos is one of the most 
dDeautiful of those Isles of Greece” that stirred the 
fancy of Lord Byron, and long before his day it had 
gained for itself undying fame in the annals of the 
Venetian republic as the last possession in the Levant 


over which the lion banner of St. Mark ever waved. 
ven today, though nearly two hundred years have 
elapsed since the last Venetian Governor surrendered 
to the Turk, there are many Catholics in the island; 
| but it is not with them but the orthodox Greeks that 
, this festival has to do. I arrived at Tinos on board 
{the Aphrodite, flying the British and Greek flags, in 
time to witness the scenes in the narrow streets of the 
little town on the afternoon before the procession. The 
\harbor was alive with steamers from all parts of that 
;“Greater Greece,” which it is the alm of the more 
@xalted patriots to unite under one flag. From the 
Turkish Islands of the archipelago, from the coast of 
Asia Minor, from Samos, from the seaboard of Mace- 
donia and Thrace, as well as from the Greek Kingdom 
‘Greeks had come in quaintly-painted caiques or in 
modern steamers to take part in this great national and 
‘religious ceremonial, which coincides with the Greek 
Day of Independence. 
„The People and Their Costumes, 
| Nowhere else can so many costumes be seen in one 
place. The visitors, estimated at sixty thousand, were 
mostly clad in those local habiliments which have al- 
most disappeared in the larger towns of the Greek 
mainiand, but which still linger on in the remoter isl 
j ands, despite the cheap attractions of Manchester and 
of Germany. The seething crowd which filled the 
streets and jetty of Tinos recalled by its its dress the 
days when Otho wore the national garb, and when 
Pallikars in all the bravery of the fustanella wrang 
; from his unwilling lips the constitution which freed 
e Hellas from the government of German ministers. The 
‘women, ever more conservative than the men, had be- 
; decked themselves with strange coins which had been 
; family heirlooms since the times of the Venetians, while 
their petticoats and shoes were such as are now un- 
known in the centers of Greek civilization. Great, 
manly fellows, resembling the Cretans in their stature,. 
elbowed their way through the crowd up the steep street 
to the Greek cathedral of Our Lady of Good Tidings, 
while here and there a few words of English, spoken 
‘with an American accent, came from some trousered 
and coated Tinan, who had traveled far afield, like 
that typical Greek islander, Odysseus of old, and bad 
“seen the cities of many men.” 


„Street Scenes. 


+” it was a great day for the hawkers and vendors of 
beads and other trinkets, for the itinerant sweetmeat 
dealer, who is so familiar a figure in the Levant, and 
for the sellers of that highly-colored pictorial literature, 
80 dear to the Greek populace. Allegorical pictures of 
the late Queen Victoria and the heads of other friendly 
powers raising Crete from the ground, of the Athenian 
students defending the text of the gospels with their 
fe blood, and of Smolenski, the hero of the late war, 
caught the eye of the eager Greek on his way up to the 
shrine, while of every kind—a miraculous | 
Russian mermaid and wonderful automaton-——solicited 
the coppers of the sightseers. The little hotels were 
crammed to the last mouse hole, and old Abraham Fos- 
colo—a descendant of some Venetian Jew who had set- 
; tled long ago at Tinos—was raking in the shekels at 
the “Reautiful Greece.” In short, no better example of 
‘the historic continuity of Greek life could be found 
than this festival, the legitimate descendant of an old 
Hellenic panegyris, in which the Virgin has taken the 
place of the pagan goddess, just as St. Elias has taken 
‘that of the sun god Helios, and as the Parthenon de- 
came, under Byzantines and Franks, the Cathedral of 
Our Lady. Hellenism, even though cut down to the 
root, has blossomed and borne fruit again with mar- 
velous vitality. 


At the Cathedral. 


The courtyard of the cathedral and the marble steps, 
flanked by two weird Venetian lions, were crammed 
with the faithful, who had come to obtain miraculous 
cures from the virgin, just as, of old, the sick repaired 
to the shrine of Asclepios at Epldauros, and sought the 
advice of the god through his priests. After a long 
wait in the seething mass outside, which made us 
thankful that we had been lately revaccinated in London, 
the soldiers guarding the door allowed us to enter the 
church-—built From the marble spoils of Delos's sacred 
island, and adorned with rich gold and silver offerings 
by Athenian devotees. Priests, at fixed intervals, held 
up crosses to be kissed and held out platters for the 
contributions of the devout, while others wrote down 
the names of those who wished to take part in this or 
that ceremony. But the most curious scene was that 
im the crypt below. There, in an atmosphere that might 
have been cut with a knife, were, lying huddied in rags 
or rough frieze coats aged and decrepit persons who 
were bent on sleeping the night there, just as the pa- 


fountain in the crypt was besieged by the devout, who 
knew that there the famous image of the virgin had 
been found and sought health and renewed vigor from 
its healing waters. Perhaps the waters of Tinos are as 
effective as those of the ordinary German spa; at any 
rate, as in classic days at Mpidauros, a cure is effected 
now and then, and no one hears of those who go away 
unrelieved. Greeks educated in Paris may scoff at 
Tinos, but it still proves to be a magnet to the uncul- 
tured islanders with their weird mixture of old Hellenic 
and medieval mysticism. Tinos is in a measure today 
what Delos and Epidauros were in antiquity, and he 
must indeed be a pedant who can deny that these 
votaries of the virgin are not the lineal descendants of 
the men who regarded “the immovabie island” of 
Apollo as the center of Hellenic worship, the pivot of 
Hellenism. 

Night and Morning. : 

At Bight Tinos presented a strange spectacle. Up the 
main street, as weil as in the church and in its court- 
yard, men and their families were sleeping. Even in 
the trees they were resting, wrapped up in their cloaks, 
like weird birds from some wild Homeric island far 
away in the “wine-faced sea.” The front of the ca- 
thedral was a blase of light, and the ships in the harbor 
were illuminated in honor of the occasion. Next day 
the crowd marched in procession through the town, 
and then at last came the departure of the pilgrims in 
their caiques or steamers, for this or that-corner of the 
Hellenie world. We cauld not but marvel at the order- 
liness, the good humor, the freedom from drunkenness 
and brawling which characterized this vast crowd. The 
Greek is a temperate being, and his kindness to the 
stranger, especi if that stranger be an Englishman, 
is beyond all 
nationality were everywhere respected; everyone was 
anxious that we should see all that was to be seen and 
bear all that was to be heard. We could not help smell- 
ing all that was to be smelt. Tinos will ever linger in 
my mind as the most curious sight of the kind; 
stranger than Lourdes, far less sophisticated than even 
the Easter dances at Megara. For there, at a bound, 
one traverses more than two thousand years, and a day 
at the festival at Tinos teaches one more of old Greek 
life than all the commentaries of all the Germans.

LIMBS OF GOLD AND SILVER AND LIMBS DECO- 
RATED WITH JEWELS. 


[Tit-Bits:}] Among the giant Grenadiers of Frederick 
William of Prussia was a certain Keller, a seven-foot

Possessed of but one leg, a model who had sat for a 
long time to the celebrated painter, William Hunt, was 
promised by that artist a new timber toe as a Christmas 
gift. This duly came to hand, and great was the re- 
cipient’'s amazement when he discovered it to be cov- 
ered with exquisite paintings of flowers and fruits. It 
was much too good to wear, and its owner ultimately 
disposed of it to a dealer for a few pounds—a sum 
greatly below its real value.

N AGREED case between Thomas Mitchell and the 

Southern Railway Company hinged on a comma in 
the opinion of Judge O'Doherty, who decided the case 
yesterday. 

Mitchell is a contractor and contracted to repair & 
tunnel in Indiana for the railroad. He agreed to in- 
demnify the defendant from all accidents to employés 
or other persons injured in the tunnel while it was be- 
ing repaired. Mills Buxton, one of his employés, was 
struck by a train while working in the tunnel and 
brought suit for damages against the road, which was 
compromised by the payment to him of $355. The sum 
paid Buxton was deducted by the railroad when it and 
Mitchell had a settlement for the work. The plaintiff 
denied that he was liable for the sum, and a friendly 
suit was filed to have the following clause in tho ena 
tract continued:

and, indeed, to the farthest boundaries of the wide- 
spread Algonquin rate, his name was known and re- 
spected. The fact that Pontiac was born the son of a 
chief would in no degree account for the extent of his 
power, for, among Indians, many & chief's son sinks 
back into insignificance, while the offspring of a com- 
mon warrior may succeed to his place. Among all the 
wild tribes of the continent, personal merit is indis- 
pensable to gaining or preserving dignity. Courage, 
resolution, address and eloquence are sure passports to 
distinction. With all these Pontiac was preéminently 
endowed, and it was chiefly to them, urged to their 
highest activity by a vehement ambition, that he owed 
his greatness. He possessed a commanding energy, and 
force of mind, and in subtlety and craft could match 
the best of his wily race. But, though capable of acts 
of magnanimity, he was a thorough savage, with a wider 
range of intellect than those around him, but sharing 
all their passions and prejudices, their fierceness and 
treachery. His faults were the faults of his race; and 
f they cannot eclipse his nobler qualities. His memory is 
still cherished among the remnants of many Algonquin

Colonial Louisiana. 


One of the picturesque figures of Emerson Hough's 
new novel, “The Mississippi Bubble,” is John Law. He 
was the son of an Edinburgh financier, and a daring ad- 
venturer. He went to France, where he made himself 
prominent in the role of capitalist. He gained the 
friendship of the regent Orleans. In 1716, he succeeded 
in securing the right to establish a bank, with a capital 
of 6,000,000 livres. He next formed a royal bank in 
place of a private one, and was made director-general. 
The Mississippi Company was formed, and vast powers 
given by the French government. For about twenty- 
five years the practical ownership of Louisiana was in 
the hands of this private corporation. “Law obtained 
control of other companies and secured monopolics of 
French trade in China, the East Indies and the South 
Seas.” So reads the history of a time when adventure 
drifted to Louisiana, and when its climate, and the 
charm of its ocean environment led to many elysium 
dreams. 

The extravagance of Louis XIV and his court had in- 
volved the French government, and, says Mr. Wait, 
“Law's schemes intoxicated the fancy. A sort of mad- 
ness possessed the nations. Men sold their all, and 
hastened to Paris to speculate.” Law directed Bienville, 
the Governor of Louisiana, to engage in great financial 
schemes until the “South Sea Bubble” burst, and even 
the infatuation of the Regent afforded the speculator

no protection. Although perhaps a wider range is given 
to Law’s journeyings than are chronicled in familiar 
annals, the author has shown varied sides of Law's 
character. The plot deals with the coming of Law to the 
social life of London. There Law’s brother had been 


driving in her carriage, gave her assistance, and Law 
met Mary Connynge, her companion. These women, who 
are shown in their contrasting characters, were destined 
to influence the life of the adventurer. 

Law, shortly afterward, won the affections of Lady 
Catharine.

SHAVES OF A BUSY PRESIDENT. 


“President Roosevelt shaves every day, or 
rather is shaved,” said an attaché of the White 
House. “A young colored man named Delaney, who 
is a messenger at the White House, is the President's 
barber. He is from Alexandria, Va., and was in the 
government service for some time before he was as- 
signed to the White House to attend to the President's 
head and face and to perform the duties of messenger. 
“Delaney usually shaves the President between 2:30 
and 3 o'clock each afternoon, after lunch is served and 
the President's guests at lunch go away. Sometimes 
the shaving is done earlier in the day. I have seen De- 
laney making arrangements for shaving before 1:30 
o'clock, at an hour when the President was supposed 
to be receiving visitors, but this was nearly always on 
days when there were no visitors or callers waiting to 
see the President. In the Cabinet room is a folding 
barber's chair which, when not in use, is placed against 
the wall and remains unobserved. The President sits 
in this and is shaved in the Cabinet room. Delaney 
folds the chair and puts it away when he gets through. 
The work is quickly done, as the President apparently 
begrudges the time taken and wants to be up and doing 
something. 

“President McKinley always shaved himself, using 
either a safety or regular razor. He could handle a 
razor with great ease, as he had been accustomed to 
shaving himself for years. When he went away he

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Raisin Seeding Plant. 
HE Fresno Republican recently announced that a 
big raisin seeding plant is to be established in 
Fresno, in opposition to. Pacific Coast Seeded 

Raisin Company: 

“The company to seed raisins in Fresno in opposition 
to the Pacific Coast Company is the United States Con- 
solidated Seeded Raisin Company, one of the biggest 
concerns in the United States. The representative of 
this company, Mr. Miller, has been on the Coast for 
the last few months and has made frequent visits to 
Fresno. He has secured, through local people (the in- 
direction being to veil the identity of his firm) an op- 
tion on a site for his parking house on the Valley road. 
Plana, it is said, have been prepared for this seeding 
plant and the preliminiary business matters have all 
been settled so that there will in a few days be no 
further reason for secrecy. 

“There is more of a story back of this new seeding 
plant than that, however. The United States Consol- 
idated Company claims to control all the patents for 
seeding raisins. Three years ago, when Kearney was 
trying to put through his ‘yellow slip’ packing scheme, 
representatives of the United States Consolidated Com- 
pany spent several days in Fresno. The object of their 
visit was learned afterward, when an arrangement was 
made with a number of local seeders, whereby the 
United States Consolidated Company acquired control 
of their claimed patents (the patents were already in 
litigation at the time) and the local seeders, including 
Forsythe, Griffin & Skeliey, Porter Bros. and Lee Gray, 
were to pay royalty for the use of the machines. 

“But the local seeders tired of that arrangement 
Gartenlaub was the only one who would not go in. He 
fought a long fight in the courts on these patent 
rights and the fight is still on. This explains the origin 
of the Pacific Coast Seeded Raisin Company. All who 
were to pay royalties closed down their seeders, and all 
the seeding was done at the Phoenix, Gartenlaub’s plant. 
Hence the United States Consolidated got no royalties. 
Hence the company is going to start a plant of its own 
here in opposition to.the High Five, and the fight will 
go on in a business way as well as in the courts. One

Gas Plant for a Mine. 


HE Morenci Standard gives the following description 
of a new gas plant. at the camp of the Detroit Copper 
Company, in Southeastern Arizona: 

“Although Nature was lavish in her gift of minerals 
to Arizona, there was one she overlooked, and that was 
coal. And this oversight has caused more expense and 
inconvenience than the lack of any other thing could 
possibly have done. 

“In order to run a copper camp on a large scale with 
success and profit, it is necessary to have motive power, 
and motive power means steam, and steam means coal, 
as wood is scarce as water in the copper districts of 


soot, and such other impurities as are naturally es 
sociated with the gas in its impure state. 

“After it Is thoroughly cleansed it is passed into the 
holder, from which it is drawn ag needed to supply the 
various departments with power. 

“The capacity of the plant is ever two mijlion feet 
per day, which is its actual production. 5 

“There are six gas engines in operation at the gas 
plant which furnish power to drtve the general electrical 
dynamo supplying electricity for the electric mine drills, 
ore crushers and all the electric lighting in the vicinity 
of the plant. 

“The plant also supplies gas to feed the three Crossly 

100 horse power engines at the concentrator, by which 
the machinery at that model reduction works is oper- 
ated. 
“In addition to the above, fuel is piped to the West- 
inghouse plant at the smelter. Here are two engines of 
200 horse power each and these engines are used to their 
full capacity in giving motive power to the biowers, 
pumps, sawmill, and supply current for all the electric 
lighting. 

“The cost of each horse power generated by gas, as 
compared with steam, is about as one ts to four, but 


it reduces the rates in favor of gas. 

“Thirteen men are employed in connection with the 
manufacture of gas, and this staff is under the direction 
| of John A. McDougal, who has entire charge of the 
plant and its allied interests. 

“Mr. McDougal was born in Nova Scotia in 1866, and, 
after attending the school in the neighborhood of his 
home, served an apprenticeship as master mechanic. 

“Coming to the States in early manhood he accepted 
employment with the Korting Gas Engine Company of. 
New York, remaining with them until 1899, when he 
was appointed in charge of the manufacture of gas for 
the Phelps-Dodge Company at Morenci, which position 
he still holds.”

There is no reason why Southern California 
should not vie with Switzerland in furnishing up-to-date 
accommodations to visitors in the mountain regions. 
The most ambitious project of this kind that has yet 
been attempted in Southern California is at Idyllwild, 
in the Strawberry Valley, of San Jacinto Mountain, a 
mile above the sea. The Idyllwild Sanatorium and Re- 
sort Company has now purchased in Strawberry Valley 
nearly five thousand acres of land, and believes it can 
make a great success there in raising apples, cherries, 
pears and currants, and in putting out experimental or- 
chards. It is also putting a large acreaze in rye, 
timothy, potatoes and various kinds of vegetables, and 
is developing a dairy of considerable magnitude, using 
a mixed breed of Jersey and Durham. 
The automobile which was purchased from the Chi- 
cago Motor Vehicle Company, to run between Hemet. and 
Idyliwild, was a complete failure, and the company has 
now equipped the stage line with horses and vehicles, 
so that they can take up fifty persons on each trip. Oak 
Cliff, which is at the foot. of the grade, and half way 
between Hemet and Idyliwild, is being fitted up for a 
relay station, where the horses are changed. 
The amusement building, which is 501120 feet in 
dimensions, the steam laundry building, the ice factory, 
and a two-story building to be used as a dining-room 
and dormitory for employés, are all in course of con- 
struction, and will be completed by the twentieth of 


Arizona. 

“And so for a long time, the lack of coal, owing to 
the great cost of transportation, was a serious problem 
in the development of the copper industries of the Ter- 
rttory. 

“The coal fields were so far away, the freights were 
so high and railroad facilities so meager even at those 
high figures, necessitating the packing or hauling of 
coal on bad roads, that the cost of getting it to its | 
destination made its use prohibitive, except in cases | 
where it was absolutely necessary. | 

“But with the development of the railroad interests, 
the question of coal supply became simpler, and the only 
objection to coal now is the great expense incurred in 
its general use. 

“The copper companies, however, always alert in 
matters of economy, have greatly reduced even this 
expense by the installation of gas plants, and that of 
the Detroit Copper Company at Morenci is a model of its 
kind. This gas plant is located just over the hill from 
the town proper, and conveniently situated as a dis- 
tributing point for the various departments for which 
it is designed to furnish power. 

“It is supplied with large bins for the storage of coal, 
which is brought directly to the gas works by rail on 
the narrow-gauge road.

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An Arizona Irrigation Scheme. 


HE Yuma Sentinel gives the following particulars or 
a new irrigation scheme, on the Colorado River, in 
Arizona: 

“Bill Willtams Fork of the Colorado River, which is 
the dividing line between Yuma and Mohave counties, 
is to be the scene of another vast irrigation enterprise, 
the preliminary surveys having already been made. The 
project contemplates the construction of an immense 
dam across Bill Williams Fork at a point below the 
great box cafion. The water above the dam can then 
be conveyed by means of a tunnel over an immense 
tract of rich agricultural land by gravity, and it is also 
intended to furnish an endless water supply for exten- 
sive placer mining operations in the Harcuvar district. 
These placers have been known and worked for many 
years by dry washing. In fact, there is little doubt 
that their workings were carried on by aboriginal min- 
ers, probably the Aztecs, hundreds of years ago. With 
a plentiful supply of water, these piacers will undoabt- 
edly give up millions in the future to where they have 
yielded dollars under the crude dry washing process, as 
they are very rich and cover a large area

A TRACKLESS TROLLEY LINE. 


The distinction of possessing the first trackless trol- 
ley line in America, that is, one operated without 
the use of rails, will soon belong to Franklin, N. H., 
judging from a recent dispatch from that place. 

While the new system, which is nearing completion, 
will be unlike other trolley lines in that no rails will 
be needed for the cars to run on, it will differ, also, in 
respect to the method by which power is to be supplied 
to the cars’ motors. In place of the ordinary overhead 
conductor, two wires stretched on poles on either side 
of the road will serve to transmit the electricity. From 
these wires the current will be conveyed to a car by 
means of two poles extending out from the car’s sides, 
the poles to be hung in such a way that the car éai, 
if need be, deviate laterally from its regular course a 
distance of ten feet. ; 

In order for two cars to pass each other ft will only 
be necessary for the motorman of one of them to re- 
move his trolley poles from the wires for a moment, 
or until the other car goes past. It is assumed that 
other vehicles may pass without interfering with the 
outstretched poles, or, at most, that in such cases the 
removal of one pole will suffice. The route selected for 
this unique system is along a fine stretch of macadam- 
ized highway. 

If the reports are trustworthy, the inventor of this 
trackless trolley line is being flooded with inquiries 
from all over the world concerning the details of hig 
system.—{New York Sun. 


DEER IN CANADA. 


Ten thousand deer were killed in fifteen days in 
the last open season for the sport in the province of 
Ontario, according to the estimate of Chief Game War- 
den E. Tinsley, just made public by the game com- 
missioners. ‘ 

There is probably not such another country in the 
world as Ontario for the abundance of its red or Vir- 
ginian deer. Nobody who knows anything about hunt- 
ing at all has any difficulty in securing all the game 
the law allows within the limits of the remarkably 
short season of fifteen days during which the killing 
of deer is permitted, and for this reason all applications 
for an extension of the season of which many are re- 
ceived every year, are refused by the commissioners. 

Last winter 5200 deer-hunting licenses were issued, 
a thousand in excess of the number in the preceding 
year. One express company alone carried nearly three 
thousand carcasses of deer, and Dr. McCallum, the 
head of the Game Commission, agrees with Mr. Tinsley 
that 10,000 head is quite a low estimate of the number 
killed by hunters in the late open season. 7 

The most remarkable circumstance in regard to this 
is the fact, insisted upon by the commissioners, that 
the increasing number killed by hunters seems to cause 
no diminution in the number of the deer. Of course, 
the part of the province where they are most abundant 
is in the North, though even in some of the compara- 
tively settled districts the pretty animals are so num- 
erous and so tame that they are an annoyance to far- 
mers, in whose crops they do considerable damage. 

The Rainy River district of Ontario; which till re- 
cemtly contained no red deer, is now quite overrun with 
them, the new arrivals having come in from the neigh- 
boring State of Minnesota. In order to raise the stand- 
ard of the sport it is now seriously proposed to pro- 
hibit both the use of dogs and the killing of deer in the 
water in the province of Ontario.—{Quebec Corresponde 
ence New York Sun. 1

N Ou. On “Healthy Living,” delivered recently 
in Los Angeles, Dr. Tanner, the celebrated faster, was 
very severe on pork and pork eaters. The following re- 
marks on this subject, which were printed in a brief re- 
pert of his speech in The Times, are worthy of reproduc- 
tion. Even those who do not believe in vegetarianism 
must be desirous of obtaining their flesh food ag pure as 
possible. This, by the way, is by no means an easy 
thing to do in the case of pork, which, for all the con- 
Sumer knows, may have been fattened in an eastern 
slaughter house on offal, or even, perhaps, fed on glan- 
dered horses. Dr. Tanner said: 
“Cholera, consumption, scrofula, cancer, and all those 
allied diseases may be traced back to the hog. In the 
packing-houses of Chicago I recently examined the car- 
casses of many hundreds of hogs which had just been 
killed. In over 80 per cent. | found ulcers of the liver, 
either tuberculous, or in some other chronic form. 
Some were badly diseased, in others the disease was 
only in its incipient stage. These are average so-called 
healthy hogs. Can you tell me that with the entire 
blood coursing through that poisonous tissue every three 
minutes, that the whole system is not diseased? 

“Our government closes its doors to those who seek 
entrance and bring with them chronic complaint of the 
lungs, or any contagious affliction. I say that these are 
only our own chickens coming home to roost. The peo- 
ple who abstain from pork eating do not die of tuber- 
culosis, whether they are associated with it or not. 
Many years azo, when Russia was a very hotbed of 
cholera, and people were stricken by the thousands, 
there was not over one authentic record of the death of 
@ strictly orthodox Jew. 

“Going to the subject of cattle eating, over eighty 
thousand cattle every year, rejected by the Jews, are 
sold as sound food in the Gentile markets, 

“And rejected hogs, they are made into sausages, and 
gold by the thousands of pounds every year. Kansas

sage. Packers are not particularly careful what goes 
into the sausage vat.”

RAISING ROSES FOR THE CORONATION. — 


The best kind of roses that are being grown for the 
coronation have to be tended with a greater amount 
of care than many a mother bestows upon her baby. 
Very soon after the bud had formed the process of de- 
velopment will be watched with never-flagging interest, 
and will have to be retreated or accelerated with such 
exactness that the bleom will be at its very highest 
pitch of perfection at the exact hour at which it is re- 
quired for use. 

The weather has at times, however, the habit of up- 
setting the calculations of the most clever and pains- 
taking gardener, and in order to prevent so far as pos- 
sible the ravages of sun, or wind, or excessive rain upon 
costly roses in June, just when huge quantities of the 
finest possible blooms will be required, an ingenious 
species of sun bonnet has been devised. 

This consists of an extremely light meta] shade, fitted 
with a curved wire stem, terminating in a clip, the 
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whole apparatus somewhat resembling a standard gas 
or elettric reading lamp, minus the base plate. The 
clip clasps the stem of the rose tree in such a position 
that the shade forms a perfect umbrella for the bloom 
it is desired to protect, and effectually shelters it from 
the scorching rays of the sun, or the boisterous ravages 
of wind. 

The shades are usually fitted with an adjustable 
screw, so that they can be turned in any direction as 
the sum moves across the heavens in the course of the 
day. 

They are exceedingly light, and can be fixed in a po- 
sition almost instantly. They also do not cut off the 
air supply to the rose, which was a great drawback to 
the.old-fashioned way of protecting the blooms—i.e., 
by carefully placing a paper bag or a piece of soft white 
paper over them and pinning it. 

Such delicate attention do some rare roses need that 
it is often necessary to alter the position of the shade 
every hour, and this where several dozens of blooms 
are in course of cultivation at the same time is, as may 
be readily imagined, no light task.—{London Daily Mall.

ANCIENT AND COSTLY LACQUER. 


A ROYAL WEDDING GIFT MADE IN 1642 MAY GO 
BACK TO JAPAN. 


[New York Tribune:] Unless negotiations now in 

progress result in its purchase by some American col- 
lector or institution within a week or so, what is said 
by many experts to be the most valuable collection of 
lacquer work extant will probably be lost to this coun- 
try. 
The collection, now in the possession of F. R. Kalden- 
berg. has been conditionally disposed of to Kimma 
Fukushima, a prominent Japanese dealer, who hopes to 
be able in turn to dispose of it to the Japanese govern- 
ment. It had been boxed up ready for shipment, when 
several prominent collectors learned of the negotia- 
tions and started the present movement to keep the 
collection in this country. 

The collection, a Satsuma marriage service, is a set 
of thirty-three pieces, and, according to the claims of 
Mr. Kaldenberg and others who have investigated its 
history, is the identical marriage set presented by the 
Prince of Kuwana to the Prince of Satsuma’s son when 
the youth was united in marriage to Kuwana’s daughter 
in 1642. Contrary to the usual custom of lacquer mak- 
ers of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, when this 
art was at its height in Japan, this Satsuma set is not 
signed, and American collectors do not agree upon its 
maker. There are Japanese authorities, however, who 
say they are able to name him, and, firm in this belief, 
strong efforts are being made to get the Japanese gov- 
ernment to take the set. Mr. Fukushima is practically 
certain of being able to dispose of the set to the Japanese 
government for something like 40,000 yen, or $20,000 in 
American money. 

The service, which includes jewel boxes, toilet cases, 
a reading stand, a nibashi or old-time Japanese heater, 
bears, with two exceptions, the crests of the families of 
both bride and bridegroom Two of the toilet boxes 
are, however, marked simply with the five-leaved flower, 
showing that they were the property of the bride before 
she was wedded to her royal husband. 

The collection was purchased by William Churchill 
Oastler from a descendant of the family, who found him- 
self in straitened circumstances, and when Mr. 
Oastler’s collection was sold, two years ago, the service 
passed into the hands of Mr. Kaldenberg, the present 
owner. 
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: ARE THERE MEN IN MARS? 

; To the popular mind all astronomical research ought 
| of necessity to be concerned with the important ques- 
tions whether there are mon in the moon and inhab- 
itants in Mars. To the first of these astronomy returns 
a decided negative; there is no life on the moon; and 
probably no life, either vegetable or animal, existed at 
any period of human history. To the second the answer 
is, we cannot tell. There may be men in Mars and there 
may not. The conditions of life there do not preclude 
the existence of human beings. We have in Mars rain 
and snow, sunshine and gloom, summer and winter, as 
on our earth. 

Perhaps the closing years of the twentieth century 
will see astronomers armed with a telescope powerful 
enough to reveal towns and cities in Mars. Should ever 
such a discovery be made, I could conceive of none 
greater in the whole range of time, none more upsetting 
or disconcerting. To the ordinary astronomer uatrou- 
bled by such hopes, the future lines of astronomical 
progress is simply and clearly defined; and that progress 
is simply to answer the old lines: 

“Twinkle, twinkle, little star, 
How | wonder what you are, 
Up above the world so high.” 

This was the problem before our friend who wrote 
on astronomy 100 years ago; this will be the problem be- 
fore astronomers a hundred years hence.—({Chambers’s 
Journal. 


GREEK MONKS’, BELIEF. 

It wa firm belief of the eastern monks of the Greek 
ehurch that God will not allow a monastery to be 
burned. When the Russian monastery of St. Pantelemon

In conse- 
quence the monks, relieving each other by relays, for 
forty days and nights maintained a continuous service 
of prayer to purify the church from this contamination.

ties. To make these corrections we use, commonly, three 
kinds of lenses, viz, spheres, cylinders and prisms. Using 
these lenses separately and in combination with each 
other, there can be made more cembinations—ali of 
which are absolutely necessary—than there are words in 
the English language. This shows tbat guesswork ino 
optics is very uncertain. When veur oculist or optician 
tells you, “If these glasses don’t fit we will change 
them.“ you at least have cause to lose confidence in 
his ability as a refractionist.
